The  pit 
which  was  125  feet  deep  was  more  than 
half  filled  by  the  avalanche,  which  came 
without  warning  and  extended  IBO  feet 
beyond  where  the  victims  were  en- 
tombed. 

Tliet'e  are  only  fout  known  survivors, 
all  Injured,  three  of  them  probably  fat- 
ally crushed.  Four  bodies  were  recov- 
ered  by  rescuing  parties. 

Most  of  the  dead  are  Finns  and  Aus- 
trl&ns,    several    of    them    leaving    large 

families. 

The  miners,  who  were  taken  up  one 
of  the  two  tracks  In  the  pit  in  order 
to  permit  the  steam  shovel  to  work  in 
another  section  of  the  mine,  were  for  the 
most  part,  bent  over  with  bars  and 
claws  when  the  avalanche  swept  them 
into  eternity.

LONDON,    March      11. The      military 

correapoindent  of  the  Standard  says: 

"It  is  understood  that  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  government  amall-arma 
authorities  on  Ihe  question  of  the  army 
rifie  have  advanced  very  cons'lderably 
and  that  a  new  pattern  will  soon  be 
approved  of.

the  manner  ot  the  German  Spltze  bul- 
let, t-annot  be  used.

Nobleman's  Lack  of  Business 
Knowledge  Cqsts  Him  Dear 
—Lord  Ronald  Sutherland 
Gower's  Experience 


LONDON,  March  11.— Lord  Ronald 
Sutherlnnd  Crower.  micle  of  the  Duke 
of  iSuth«rlancl,  recently  defended  ft 
claim  for  J.50,000  made  by  Measra. 
ROwe  and  Pltnia.n.  a  rtrm  "f  atock- 
brokera.  Ltist  April  the  plui'itllt  firm 
bought  10,000  Monte  Video  shares  for 
lx>r<i  Ronald  Gower  at  the  instructions 
of  'Mr.  E.  'R.  Shackleton.  who.  It  was 
stated  In  court,  was  "mixed  up"  In  the 
Dublin  Crown  Jewels  case.-  The  plain- 
tiffs did  not  receive  payment  for  tlie 
shares  they  had  bought,  and  conse- 
quently brought  the  action.  Mr.  F. 
PWman,  a  partntr  in  the  plaintiff  firm, 
said  there  was  nothing  unusual  in  the 
Pitman,  a  partner  in  the  plaintiff  firm, 
for  Lord  Ronald  (Jowor  on  the  Instruc-

Dealing  with  the  meeting  of  Mr. 
f-hrl»tison,  the  authorized  clei-k  of  the 
ulaintirfs.  with  his  old  schoolfellow  at 
Dulwlch,  Shackleton,  Mr.  Duke  went 
on  to  say  that  the  latter  had  Intro- 
duced himself  to  his  old  friend  aa  a 
person  who  was  acting  on  behalf  of 
various  friends  in  the  management  of 
their  iiwcslmentB.  He  (Shackleton) 
had  certainly  acted  In  this  res-pect  so 
far  as  U)rd  Ronald  was  concerned;  and 
that  whereas  I*ord  Ilonald  once  had  j 
con«lderahle  Investments  he  now  had 
nothing  but  a  lawsuit.  ' 

Dt?aHng  with  the  alleged  instructions 
from  the  defendant  to  the  plaintiffs, 
TOunsel  said  that  if  the  plaintiffs  had 
d<«alt  in  the  matter  apart  from  predi- 
lections occasioned  by  Lord  Ronald's 
position  they  wouM  have,  recognized 
w.hat  truly  e.-itraordinary  instructions 
the"  were.

Mr.  Justice  Darling  asked  Lord  Ron- 
ald when  he  tinrt  got  to  kBQW  Shackle- 
ton. Wiitness  said  it  was  after  the 
South  African  war.  Shackleton  was  a 
half-pay  offer  (lieutenant)  of  an  Irl.sh 
regiment.  Then  he  was  a  herald  at 
the  Herald's  office  in  Dublin.

Students  Insist  on  Satisfaction 
of  Their  Requests— Univers- 
ities and  Scliools  May  be 
Closed 


ST.  PKTTRSBURG,  March  11.  — The

preswiu  plana.  It  will  K"  down,  but  In 
.•jhoiUir  lime  lliuii  lli'.-  one  Ihal  littB  gone 
bffore. 

In  the  first  i)luco.  we  Hrc  building-  a 
plumb  wall  which  In  some  places  will 
ix-  30  fed  high.  It  will  have  to  take 
the  heavy  battering  of  the  sea,  and,  as 
every  one  Icnow.i,  wluin  a  sea  strikes 
a  vortlr-al  fate  with  a  full  force,  a  por- 
tion of  the  wave  goes  in  the  air,  some 
Ui  the  eaat  and  some  to  the  west,  but 
most  of  it  goes  towards  the  bed  of  tho 
sea.  It  is  in  the  portion  that  goes 
downward  whero  the  chief  danger  lies. 

This  was  wholly  and  solely  the  cause 
of  tlio  collapse  of  the  wall  built  in  the 
same  place  four  years  ago  at  an  ex- 
penditure of  thou.sands  of  dollars. 
When  tills  old  wall  was  built  they  dug 
down  three  feot  to  get  a  good  founda- 
tion and  the  wall  is  now.  what  is  left 
of  it,  riKht  above  the  ground.  This 
filiowK  clearly  that  with  a  woU  srivlng 
a  four  foot  space  above  ground  the  sea 
wears  tho  bottom  to  tho  extent  of  one 
foot  per  year,  and  knowing  this  to  be 
an  absolute  fact,  we  aro  now  giving 
tho  .tea  a  straight  face  to  work  at  of 
;!0  feet  and  over.  A.ssuming  tho  wear 
on  the  bottom  is  in  the  same  ratio  as 
it  was  on  a  four-foot  fall,  which  would 
bo  at  least  six  feet  a  year.  Inside  of 
a  year  and  a  half  you  will  have  por- 
tions of  your  m-w  wall  lying  on  tlie 
beach. 

This  is  a  most  serious  tiling,  and 
calls  for  Immedlato  action.  Why  not 
give  the  wall  an  apron  for  tho  sea  to 
roll  up?  Everyone  knows  the  sea  rolls; 
1(1    it    roll. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  aro  putting 
up  85  counterforts  at  the  back  of  the 
wail.  Ir  this  cost  were  taken  and  put 
on  the  front  of  the  v.-all  in  the  .shape  of 
an  apron,  it  would  be  different;  but  I 
believe  they  liave  got,  this  wall  Inside 
out.  What  I  want  to  know  Is  why  we 
should  exp6;rlment  with  our  ratepayers' 
money  when  we  have  tho  experience 
and  records  of  tlie  rest  of  the  world  to 
work  on?  I  will  defy  the  engineer  who 
drew  these  plans  to  point  to  anywhere 
in  the  world  whore  thej-  have  a 
stialglit  faced  reinforced  concrete  v.all 
under    similar   conditions; 

The  Old  Country  Is  the  place  where 
they  build  hundreds  of  nvlles  of  sea- 
walls yearly,  and  yet  they  always 
adopt  the  sound,  common  sense  wall, 
that  i.s  a  wall  built  of  concrete  with 
rock  tilling,  with  un  apron  on  tb^ 
front.  Surely  we  are  not  going  to  try 
to  give  them  pointers  in  this  direction, 
with  a  record  iliat  the  only  one  wo 
have  ever  built,  ban  fallen  down.  We 
have  got  something  worse  tban  the 
Smith's    Hill    reservoir    here. 

J.  liave  dlscu.s.sed  this  wall  with  a 
number  of  competent,  qualified  civil 
engineers,  men  who  have  built  «pa- 
walls.^all  over  the  yvorld^^  and  In  no 
case  have  I  met  a  man  who  could  say 
that    this  job    will    be    a    success. 

I  think,  without  delay,  there  should 
be  a  meeting  of  engineers  In  this  city 
who  have  had  experience  in  this  kind 
of  work,  and  let  us  build  a  .sound,  com- 
mon sense  wall,  one  that  will,  last  for 
all  time,  and  not  let  the  ratepayers  of 
this  city  be  at  the  mercy  of  a  fad  de- 
siring to  make  an  adventure  in  rein- 
forced eoncrettf.  A  common  ."ense  wall 
could  be  built  well  wilbin  the  money 
allowed,  that  is  $95,000;  but  the  wall 
we  are  building  tod^y  yill  cost  by  the 
time  we  get  through  $136,000,  and  it 
will  f:ill  down  after  that.  Now  Is  the 
time  to  act.  The  longer  we  delay,  the 
worse   Our    chances   are. 

The  onus  of  the  plans  is  on  the  gov- 
ernment engineer  who  designed  tho 
wall,  and  the  specifications  are  worded 
in  such  a  way  ili.it  the  city  has  ab.^o- 
lutely   no   say   in   tlic   matter   at  all. 

Tlie  government,  by  giving  their 
$20,000,  takes  absolute  control  of  the 
city's  $75,000. 

Now,  in  regard  to  this  $20/000.  which, 
by  the  way,  dwindles  flown  to  $18,000 
by  tlie  time  numerous  expenditures  are 
insisted  upon,  it  woulrl  he  far  better  to 
give  the  government  Imck  their  $18,000 
and  btiild  the  wall  ourselves.  In  this 
way  W(j  could  gel  a  suitable  wall  built 
for    an    time,    or.    in    other    words,    we 


could  build  the  (ood  oM  common  smim 

wall. 

As  it  is  now  there  would  b«  Ju»t  as 
much  sense  in  the  Kov«rnin«at  taktnK 
their  $18,000  and  our  money  too  and 
throwing   it  In   the  sea.

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Rugs  have  been  woven  from  the  dawn  Of 
civilization.  Even  as  our  first  parents  in  th6 
Garden  of  Eden  wove  flyleaves  for  covering 
the  body,  so  also  did  they,  or  their  immediate 
desqendants,  weave  mats  for  their  floor  cover- 
ing. Tihe  home  of  the  rug  is  and  always  has 
been  th6  Orient.  Rug  makers  of  other  coun- 
tries are  but  imitators  of  the  masters.  The  rug 
is  the  luxury  of  the  Orient.  It  covers  the  floor, 
adorns  the  divan  and  drapes  the  doorway;  it 
is  used  in  tents  and  temples ;  it  takes  the  place 
of  a  blanket  on  the  camel,  and  it  is  seen  in  the 
street  when  the  faithful  turn  in  prayer  toward 
Mecca.  Tihe  Oriental  of  old  did  not  make  use 
of  the  art  of  painting  pictures  on  canvas,  but 
he  did  weave  his  thoughts  into  his  rug. 

Yonder  lies  a  rug:  as  we  look  into  its  beau- 
tiful, deep  colorings  and  see,  ever  and  anon, 
some  new,  subtle  shade  come  into  view,  or 
some  different  hieroglyphic  or  peculiar  form 
peep  at  us  from  its  bed  of  silk  or  wool,  we  fall 
to  musing,  and  we  say  to  the  rug: 

"Will  you  not  tell  me  your  history?  Where 
did  the  silk  worm  creep  or  the  sheep  graze 
wihich  gave  you  your  soft  sheen?  What  deft 
fingers  wove  you ;  what  personality  gave  you 
your  form  and  design?  Whence  the  dye  that 
lures  tbs  eo'*^  ^Vhat  means  this  figure;^  was 
the  weaver  in  boncltage  that  he  gave  you  this 
sombre  shade?  and  does  that  splash  of  bright 
color  signify  thaf  he  was  liberated?  Speak! 
little  rug,  and  tell  us  were  you  woven  in  the 
shepherd's  hut  or  in  the  sultan's  palace?  Alid 
v/as  your  maker  slain  that  you  might  become 
the  possessiplti  o£  another?  How  did  you  cross 
the  desert  aAd  what  strange  sights  have  you' 
seen  since  then? 

But  the  rug  speaks  not,  save  to  those  who, 
like  the  archaeologists,'  can  decipher  from  the 
design  what  it  has  to  say.  Thus  when  we  look 
at  a  real  Ofifehtal  rii|r  we  know  that  it  is  not  a 
mere  mechanical  production,  but  a  tking  of  life, 
of  histoiy,  of  personality,  and  not,  as  many  so- 
called  Oriental  rug«  we  see  today,  made  of 
substitution,  deceit  and  fraud. 

And  now,  a  word  as  to  these  rugs.    Never

soft  and  deferential. 

"Madam,"  he  says,  "here  is  a  beautiful 
shawl  which  was  made  in  my  owrt  father's 
house.  See,  lady,  you  ..can  draw  it  through 
your  wedding  ring.    It  is  soft  and  beautiful." 

"How  much  is  it?"  you  ask. 
, .    "Well^  lady^  I  )iave  not  made  a  sale  today,, 
and  I  know  you  will  bring  me  good  luck.     I 
will  let  you  have  it  for  four  dollars/' 

If  you  knoDir  enough  then  to  say  "Sfcoun- 
drel,  these  very  shawls  may  be  bought  whole- 
sale for  twelve  dollars  a  dozen,"  you  will  see 
the' other  side  of  the  man's  character.  A  sin- 
ister smile  will  play  about  his  face,  and  in 
sileuQe  he  will  fold  his  wares  and  go  quickly 
away.  If  you  can  beat  an  Oriental,  you  cer- 
tainly des«rv<V4^|xdi^iadjKy  advice  is  "Do  not 
try."

It  is  not  always  »hc  high 
grade  rug  that  gives  you  the  most  satisfaction, 
but  the  rug  which  you  choose  because  it  ap- 
peals to  you.  It  may  cost  you  twenty  dollars, 
or  it  may  cost  you  five  hundred  dollars,  but, 
if  you  like  it,  buy  it. 

Not  long  ago  I  had  an  amusing  experience 
in  a  city  where  1  am  well  acquainted.    I  called 
on  a  tea  and  coffee  dealer,  and,  knowing  him 
well,  I  asked  him  what  price  he  got  for  a  par- 
ticular tea.    "Oh,"  he  said,  "twenty-five  cents, 
thirty  cents,  thirtv-five  cents  an(i  forty  cents." 
"That   sounds    rather    odd,"     I     remarked. 
"What  do  you  mean  by  the  different  prices?" 
"Well."  he  explained,  "it  is  like  this:  One 
woman  likes  the  twenty-five  cent  tea  and  she 
pays  that  for  it.    But  another  women  has  never 
paid  less  than  thirty  cents  for  her  tea,  and  she 
cannot  be  persuaded   that  a  twenty-five  cent 
tea  is  as  good.     Therefore,  in  order  tp  satisfy 
her,  I  have  to  charge  her  thirty  cents.     It  is 
the  same  with  the  others.    Some  of  them  want 
forty  cent  tea.     Tliey  pay  that  price  and  like 
the  flavor  of  the  tea.    Therefore  they  are  satis- 
fied and  so  am  I." 

It  is  the  same  with  rugs.  Some  people 
must  pay  a  big  price  or  they  think  they  have 
a  worthless  article.  Such  people  lay  themse  ves 
open  to  the  unscrupulous  dealer,  and  who  shall 
say  that  ihey  do  not  deserve  all  they  get.-- 
i  Others  will  pose  as  experts  and  assume  supcr-

for  the  sharp  dealer,  and  you  may  be  sure  be 
does  not  let  it  slip.  And  ^nch  a  hypocrite  is 
legitimate  prev  for  the  dealer  who  lives  by  his 
wits.  It  is  easy  to  guess  who  comes  out  best 
in    the   bargain. 

.  Some  time  ago  while  examining  stock  ma 
city  not  far  from  Victoria,  I  went  over  a  pile 
of  "rugs  and  was  surprised  at  the  prices.  The 
f:„st  Vv'-'  'va-^  marked  at  twcntv-five  dollars. 
It  was  worth  twice  that.  .Another  was  marked 
at  fortv  and  was  worth  about  half  that—and 
so  on  through  the  pile.  The  reason  vyas  plain 
The  buver  had  bought  an  original  ba  e,  an. 
when  he  came  to  price  the  contents  he  bad 
marked  the  rugs  at  what  they  looked  to  be 
worth  to  him  .  U  was  a  plain  case  of  ignorance 
of  Oriental  rugs,  and  no  knowledge  of -values. 
In  another  store  in  the  same  city  I  saw-somc 
rugs  which  appeared  to  me  to  be  a  very  fmc 
lot  of  a  certain  variety.  I  expressed  ipy  ap- 
preciation of  the  values.  But  o"  ^  ^^^^f '■,;"- 
spection,  before  buying.  I  found  that  tlay 
were  pirates. 

I  do  not  think  that  anyone  can  be  ^o^iensc- 
Iv  ignorant  as  to  believe  that  it  is  posyble  to 
obtain  a  genuine  antitiue  rug,  say,  tlvree  by 
.ix  feet  h^r  from  fiftv  to  one  hundred  Hollars, 
'rhe  real  antiques  arc  in  the  museums  or  in 
private  c.^llections,  and  they  are  praitically 
nriceless.  You  may  pick  up  mechanically  aged 
copies  of  them  which  look  very  old.  But  yon

and  buy  your  rug  because  you  ilke  it.  because  i 
appeals  to  vou.     Artd,,  after  you  have  bought 
it    it  will  be  vour  friend;  it  will  grow  on  you 
and   in   time 'vou    will    come    to   love   it.       1.  h e 
mv-sticism  (^f 'the  Orient  is  in  its  strange  pat- 
terns and  in  the  end  you  would  not  part  with 
it  for  any  sum. 

The  history  of  rug-making  is  as  the  history 
of  world.  The  rug  industry  was  introduced 
from  the  Orient  into  Spain,  Italy  and  Sicily, 
and  thence  ihto  France,  which  latter  gave  it  o 
England.  Eleanor  of  Castile  was  probabl> 
among  the  first  to  take  mgs  into  England  and 
we  find  that  James  I.  established  some  of  the 
tirst  looms  in  Surrey.  And,  although  vye  do  not 
of  course  get  Oriental  rugs-from  England,  she 
has  adapted  the  Icss.mis  learned  from  the  times 
of 'long  ago.  and  today  .she  gives  us  some  of  the 
finest  carpets  in  the  world. 

Bpt  away  in  the  mountains  of  Turkey, 
Persia  'and  India  are  still  to  be  found  the  fam- 
iUes  of  nomads,  shearing  sheep,  gathering  aye 
roots  and  extracting  th^-  dye ;  washing,  comb- 
ing and  carding  the  wool,  and  then,  with  dcf 
fingers  and  rude  tools,  as  their  ancestors  di. 
before  them,  patiently  weaving  their  rugs  and 
taking  the   Western   gold   as   recompense  lor 

their  labor.

Throughout 
they  are  printed  as  mere  prose,  and  not  a  sin- 
gle allusion  is  made  in  the  Introduction  to  the 
fact  that  the  Odes  are  written  in  stanzas     of 
variM»i**i»fftUs— sometimes  we  have  distichs, 
sometimes  tristichs,  and  sometimes  tetrastichs. 
Some   Odes   combine     stanzas      of     different 
length.s.     The  di.scovery  of  this  fact  illumines

and  Psalms  of  Solomon.    The  Psalms  of  Solo- 
„,on-a  Jewish  work  of  the  first  century  B.C. 
—have'  long  been  known  to  us  in  Greek.     But 
■       of  the  Odes,  which   are  a  Christian  pre^duct, 
only  some  fragments  are  preserved  in  Lactan- 
tiu.s  aful  probably  Irenaeus,  and  in  a  distorted 
form  in  a  Gnostic  writing.    The  Odes  further- 
more are  mentioned  iu  .several  of  the  lists  of 
the    sacred    books    among    the    non-canonicdl 
writings.     Until   Dr.   Harris"  brilliant  discov- 
ery of  the  Odes  in  their  Syriac  version  schol- 
ars  were   uncertain   as   to   their   Christian   or 
Gnostic    character.      The    Syriac    MS.    which 
contains  the  version  of  the  Psalms  and  Odes 
was  written  between  three  and  four  hundred 
years  ago,  and  cftiiie  from  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Tigris.     It  is  imperfect  both  at  the  be- 
ginning and  the  end,  and,  since  thus  its  preface 
and  colophon  arc  wanting,  we  know  not  how  it 
was  described  bv  its  scribe  nor  can  wc  hnd 
definite  information  as  to  its  date.     As  the 
editor  writes:

As  regards  the  original  language  of  the 
Odes,  we  may  accept  the  view  of  the  editor 
that  it  was  Greek,  though  the  evidence  ad^ 
vanced  is  rather  slight.  Further  research  into 
<his  question  is  needed.  The  title  "Odes  of 
Solomon"  can  hardly  have  been  original, 
though  they  were  so  designated  as  early  as 
the  third  century  in  the  Gnostic  work  "Pistis 
Sophia."  From  Ode  XLI.  it  seems  clear  that 
the  writer  was  a  Gentile  who  had  joined  the 
Jewish  Christian  ^Church."  He  had  possibl\t^ 
been  first  a  Jewish  proselyte.  From  his  hands 
have  come  the  majority  of  the  Odes,  as  the 
editor  shows  by  an  elaborate  study  on  internal 
grounds.  On  like  grounds  he  lis  convinced  that 
Ode  XLir.  does  not  belong  to  the  original  col- 
lection. He  is  doubtful  as  to  Ode  XXVII.. 
which  is  "tritheistic  as  well  as  gfotesnue/'  and 
the  same  doubt  may  well  attach  16  XIX. 

We  cannot  enter  hcrcf  into  «  discussion  of 
the  Syriac  version  -of  the  Psaltnsof  S<;*lo«»on^ 
It  will  be  sufficient  to  state  briefly  their  re- 
lation to  the  extant;  Grceb  version  of  the 
Psalms.

The  date  of  the  Odes  is  difficult  to  deter- 
mine,  since   the   historical   allusions  are   very 
vague,  and  on  the  theological  side  their  lead- 
ing characteristic  is  Christian  experience  and 
not  dogma.     They  were  known  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fourth  century  to  Lactantras,  who, 
according  to  Dr.  Harris,  quotes  from  a  Latin 
translation,  since  Lactantius,  "when  he  quotes 
Greek  books,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Sibylline 
verses,  quotes  in  Greek  and  does  not  offer  a 
translation."     From   the  practically  canonical 
standing  attached  to  them  by  the  writer  of  the 
"Tistis  Sophia."  tlie  date  pf  tb^.  Odea  can  be 
carried  back  into  the  second  century.    As  evi- 
dence of  the  currency  of  the  Odes  in  the  sec- 
ond century  might  be  adduced  several  remark- 
able  parallels  in   thought  and   in  diction  be- 
tween them  and  Clement  of  Alexandria.  There 
is  still  better  evidence  for  their  use  by  Irenaeus 
riV.

To  every  normal  individual  life  is  a  precious 
and  most  beautiful  thing,  and  most  of  us,  old 
or  young,  can  sympathize  with  the  princes  of 
old  times,  who  would  gladly  barter  their  king- 
doms for  the  elixir  of  life.  For  a  great  many 
generations  the  majority  of  us  have  accepted 
the  statement  that  the  span  of  a  man's  life  is 
three  score  and  ten,  and  that  old  age  means 
decrepitude  and  disease  with  stolid  fatalism. 
During  the  last  few  years,  however,  some  mod- 
ern scientists  have  led  iis  to  believe  that  we 
can  refute  the  above  claims  and  stcdfastly  be- 
lieve in  a  happier  order  of  things.  The  article 
from  which  we  quote  below  >vas  written  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  nearly  twenty  years 
ago.  and  investigations  since  may  be  said  to 
not  only  have  strengthened,  but  confirmed  the 
author's  opinions.  There  is  no  doubt  at  all 
but  that  a  proper  mode  of  living,  when  the  ap- 
petites are  held  in  check,  and  hygienic  rules 
followed,  when  the  faculties  are  cultivated  and 
kept  practise-pericct,  will  lengthen  a  man's 
life,  until  its  normal  span  is  a  century  or  more, 
and  when  even  the  centenarian  will  not  suf- 
fer from  decay,  senile  or  otherwi.sc,  but  will 
finish  his  year's  as  a  healthy  man  finishes  his 
day's  work,  serenely  content  in  the  fulfilling 
of  his  duty,  and  in  the  rest  that  shall  be  his. 

'•'Centenarians  are  not  now  the  rara  aves__ 
v.'hich  they  were  once  supposed  to  be.  In 
r^ngianu  aim  vv  aics  m  loCSy  ni«-  vi\,o.i.i«o  w. 
seventy-six  reputed  centenarians  were  report- 
ed, and  of  late  years  a  great  number  of  cases 
have  been  strictly  inquired  into,  which  there 
could  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  life  has  been 
prolonged  beyond  lOO  years.  And  these  cases 
have  been  inquired  into,  not  only  as  to  the 
legitimacy  of  their  claims  to  have  made  out 
their  century  of  life,  but  also  as  \p  their  bodily 
and  mental  characteristics;  so  that  we  uow 
know  something  of  centenarian  pathology,  and. 
recognize  the  fact  that  those  wdio  live  to  a 
hundred  do  so  by  virtue  of  their  freedom  from 
degenerations,  and  succumb  to  inevitable  old 
age,  which  may  be  described  as  simple  and 
general  atrophy.  But  this  simple  and  general 
atrophy,  although  of  gradual  invasion,  need 
not  very  seriously  cripple  the  centenarian  un-

You  will  be  able  in 
many  ways  to  lessen  the  frailties  of  your  senile 
patients,  although  you  will  not  be  able  to  con- 
fer upon  them  that  rejvivenesccnce  which  many 
of  them,  and  those  generally  the  most  dilapi- 
dated, will  expect  of  you.  ... 

,  "There  is  no  short  cut  to  longevity.  To 
win  it  is  the  work  of  a  lifetime,  and  the  promo- 
tion of  it  is  a  branch  of  public  medicine.  Per- 
chance, one  of  these  days  we  may  have  an  In- 
ternational Congress  on  Old  Age,  with  an  ex- 
hibition of  dotards  for  warning,  and  of  hale 
and  hearty  centenarians  for  encouragement.  At 
any  rate  you  may  rest  assured  that  it  is  by 
steady  obedience  to  the  laws  of  health  that  old 
age  may  be  attained,  and  by  judicious  regimen 
that  it  may  be  prolonged.  The  measures  ne- 
cessary for  the  promotion  of  old  age  on  the 
large  scale  lie  beyond  the  control  of  the  medi- 
cal profession.  We  cannot  change  the  spirit  of 
the  age,  abolish  avarice,  vainglory,  and  the  lust 
of  power,  or  quell  even  the  gratuitous  excesses 
of  the  struggle  for  existence  that  rages  around  ; 
but  we  can  do^something  by  pointiner  out  to 
those  who  wil.»'listen  to  us  some  great  perils 
that  may  be  avoided  by  inculcating  the  princi- 
ples of  mental  hygiene;  and  we  can  give  the 
weight  of  our  support  to  all  movements  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  betterment  of  our  race."

Singers  who  have  something  to  .say  to  their 
audience,  who  feel  the  w^ords  they  are  utter- 
ing and  realize  the  intensified  expression  gi\:en 
to  them  by  the  musical  form,  who  desire  to 
convey  this  meaning  to  others  in  the  fullest, 
measure  at  their  command,  instinctively 
adopt  a  natural  diction  aild  make  the  words 
as  clear  as  possible.  That  is  real  sfuging.  and 
that  alone;,  it  is  sincere,  the  expression  of 
feeling,  and  ai'truc  art.  It  reaches  the  great- 
est perfection  wh.en  it  is  exercised  with  the 
aid  of  exceptional  gifts,  but  it  is  not  depend- 
ent on  them.  INIoderate  voices,  when  .so  u.sed, 
will  give  more  pleasure  than  hue  ones  that 
utter  a  .series  of  sounds  but  say  nothing  in- 
telligible. The  effect  of  simple  diction,  height- 
ened l)y  beauty,  power,  and  control  of  voice, 
is  extraordinary.  Sims  Reeves  could  utter

The  "r"  is  so  rolled  that  such 
a  word   as   "Lord,"    which   occurs   very     fre- 
quent Iv  in  oratorio,  becomes  "Lorrud"  in  two 
syllaM'cs,  and  hardly  any  vowel  sound  is  left 
alone.     Aftectation   is   brought  to   a  hue  art 
and  i.s  made  to  cover  real  vocal  dehciencies. 
The  mov-ng  force  l.chind  this  dej^lorable  per- 
versfon  is  obscure.     It  does  not  seem  to  be  of 
foreign   origin.     On      the     contrary,      singers 
trained   abroad   are   conspicuously    freer   from 
it  than  those     turned     out     by    the     musical 
schools  at  home;  and  the  few^  foreign  singers 
who  u.se  English  have  never  been  guilty  of  it. 
In  former  days  Mme.  Titiens,  Mme.  Nilsson, 
and  Mme.  TrebeJli  all  sang  English  with  great 
purity;  their  .singing  of  oratorio     was     irre- 
proachable in  style,  and  in  point     of     means 
they  belonged  to  a  different  class  from     the 
present.     '1  hey  had  complete  mastery  of  the 
music,  which  presented  no  difficulty  to  them. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  Agnesi,  an  operatic 
baritone  of  the  first  class,  who  used  to  sing  at 
the  Handel     Festival.     In     recent    years     INI. 
Maurel  has  sung  a  few  English  songs,  though 
he  does  not  speak  the  language,  with  a  per- 
fectly correct  enunciation  in  which  every  word 
is  as  audible  as  if  it  were  spoken.    Our  native 
users  of  singers'  Engli.sh  are,  on  the  contrary, 
absolutely    unintelligible.      In      the     standard 
oratorios  it  is  of  less  consequence  than  in  un- 
familiar works,  though  the  glaring     affection 
takes  all  sincerity  and  consequently  all  emo-

humanity  is  in.satiable  and  disinterested.  They 
seem  to  have  a  l^oundies,:-  pcwer  of  creation  be- 
cause they  do  not  classify  men  according  to 
some  narrow  or  negative  relation  of  their  own 
with  them.     We  feel  that  they  have  not  gone 
about  the  world  expecting  to  be  amused,  that 
their  experience  of  mankind  has  been  active, 
not  pa.ssive,  that  they  understand  men  because 
they  have  seen  each  one  of  them  from  his  own 
point  of  view  and  by  that  means  learned  the 
secrets  of  his  identity.    The  chief  weakness  of 
lesser  writers  is  that  they  classify  according 
to  some  system  in  vogue  at  their  time.    Some 
divide  men  sharply  into  the  good  and     bad; 
others  into  gentle  and  simple.     Our     present 
novelists  are  very  apt  to  insist  upon  the  dif- 
ference between   the   distinguished     and     the 
commonplace.     If  one  of  their  characters   is 
distinguished,   he   may  do,   with  the  applause 
of -the  writer,  what  he  pleases.     If  he  is  com- 
monplace he  can  do  nothing  that  is  not  ridi- 
culous.     The      very      words      "distinguished"' 
and  "distinction,"   so  often   used  now,  betray 
the  nature  of  our  classifications.    We  praise  a 
man  because  he  has  evident  points  of  differ- 
ence from  other  men,  because  he  catches  the 
eye  in  a  crowd  and  seems  an  exception  to  a 
wearisome  uniformity.     But  it  is  the  business 
of  a  master  of  fiction     to     see     distinctions 
where  they  are  not  forced  upon  him,  and,  if 
he  condemns  any  man  as  ordinary,  he     con- 
demns himself  for  his  own  lack  of  observation. 
The  Christian  doctrine  that  everyman  has  an 
immortal  soul  has  an  artistic  as  well     as     a 
moral  importance.     The  writer  who  believes 
it  more  than  conventionally  will  feel  that  he 
is  concerned  with  the  immortal  souls  of  all  his 
characters ;  and  he  will  realize  that,  when  he 
presents  a  character  as  merely  commonplace^, 
he  is  only  betraying  the  fact  that  he  has  not 
discovered    his   immortal    soul,    which   is   the 
one  thing  worth  discovering  about  him.     So 
it  is  with  all  of  us  when  we     iftnd     ourselves 
wearied  with  the  uniformity  of  man.     We  are 
wearied  with  a  delusion  produced  not  by  the 
delicacy  of  our  perceptions  but  by  their  blunt- 
ness.    Some  men  have  more  power  of  express- 
ing themselves  than  others,  and  men  of  genius 
express  thmselves  in  all  that  they  do  or  say. 
But  the  lack  of  expressive  power  d<Ses     not 
mean  that  there  is  nothing  to  be  expressed. 
Every  man  is  aware  that  there  is  a  great  deal 
worth  expressing  in  himself,  and  he  may  be 
sure  that  he  knows  himself  better     than     he 
knows  others.

Jack  London,  wihatever  his  faults,  cannot  be 
accused  of  a  lack  of  versatility  or  energy.  A 
newspaper  report  published  a  few  days  ago  de- 
scribed him  as  having  been  taken  prisoner 
while  leading  a  band  of  insurrectos  in  Mexico ; 
on  the  same  day  we  receive  a  copy  of  his  new 
book,  and  learn  that  he  is  at  work  upon  an- 
other soon  to  be  given  to  the  press.

For  a  long  time  it  was  thought  by  antiqua- 
rians that  the  inhabitants  of  Ireland  before  the 
introduction  of  Christianity  were  idolators,  or 
at  least  sun-worshippers.  The  round  towers. 
of  which  so  many  are  scattered  over  the  coun- 
try, were  thought  to  have  been  built  for  use 
in  this  worship,  and  the  cromlechs  were  sup- 
posed to  have  been  sacrificial  altars.  Both 
these  ideas  have  been  exploded  by  late  re-'  an  emperor 
search,  and  it  is  now  admitted  that  the  crom-  '"  1^'-'^  stead 
lechs  were  burial  places,  and  the  towers  were 
associated  with  the  churches,  beinp,-  intended 
to  be  used  by  the  priests  to  call  the  people  to 
prayer,  and  were  also  a  refuge  in  time  of  hos- 
tilities. There  are  no  traces  of  idolatry  in  Ire- 
land. Indeed  the  more  the  ancient  Uruidical 
religion  is  studied  the  more  clearly  it  is  seen  to 
have  been  monotheistic.  Tliere  does  not  even 
appear  to  have  been  in  Ireland  any  notion  of 
dcmi-gods,  but  the  people  .seem  to  have  accept-

Irish  were  alwavs  lovers  of  the  mysterious.  No 
folk-lore  is  richer  than  theirs  in  tales  of  fairies, 
giants  and  all  sorts  of  supernatural  creatures. 
They  were  higlily  emotional,  but  exceedingly 
simple  in  their  ideas.  Therefore  the  ground 
was  exceedingly  favorable  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  Christianity,  and  the  result  is  that  in  no 
country  was  the  new  religion  accorded  a  mere 
cordial  welcome  or  was  it  crowned  with  so 
early  and  complete  a  triumph.  Its  mysteries 
were  presented  to  the  people  as  mysteries,  un- 
mixed with  Greek  philosophy  or  Roman  poli- 
tics. 

As  was  said  in  the    previous    article,    St. 
Patrick  was  not  the  first  to  preach  Christianity 
to  the  Irish,  for  it  had  already  obtained  a  foot- 
ing on  its  sliores  when  he  came;  but  his  mis- 
sion was  so  remarkable  and  played  so  import- 
ant a  part  in  the  history  of  the  people  that  it 
may  be  said  to  mark  an  epoch.    Tradition  has 
surrounded   this   remarkable    man   with   much 
that  seems  incredible,  but  if  we  choose  to  dis- 
miss all  the  marvelous  and   weird  things  as- 
sociated with  his  name,  the  fact  remains  that 
he   found   Ireland     pagan,    except    in    a^  few 
places  on  the  southeast  coast,  and  left  it  Chris- 
tian from  one  end  to  the  other.     The  date  of 
St.  Patrick's  birth  is  not  known  with  certainty, 
but  the  authorities  place  it  somewhere  between 
377  and  387.    His  birthplace  is  not  known  with 
certainty,    some    saying    it    was    in    Scotland, 
cithers  in  France.    He  appears  to  have  been  of 
Roman  extraction.     He  himself  said  that  his 
father's  name  was  Calpurnius,  which  is'  a  Ro- 
man name.     His  own  name  was  Succat,  I  atri- 
cius  being  his  Roman   name,  and   it  signifies 
that  he  was  of  noble  descent.    He  was  educated 
in  France  and  was  sent  to  Ireland  by  the  Pope 
in  434.    The  date  of  his  death  is  uncertain,  the 
vears  assigned  ranging  all  the  way  from  460 
to  493.     If  the  latter  is  correct,  he  must  have 
lived *at  least   116  years.     Some  of  the  tradi- 
tions that  have  come  down  from  his  time  may 
lie  of  interest.     It  is  said  tiiat  when  he  landed 
he  engaged  in  c(Mitests  of  skill  similar  to  those 
that  took  place  between  Moses  and  the  Egyp- 
tian  priest.      Patrick   was   invariably   success- 
ful, and  in  one  of  the  contests  five  of  the  Druid 
priests   died.     Recraid,   a   chieftain,   came  be- 
fore him  with  words  of  incantation  written  on 
his   garments,   but    fell   dead    before    Patrick's 
glance.     Laeghaire,  the  supreme  king  of  Ire- 
land, perished  with  many  attendants,  because 
he  would  not  accept  the  faith.    His  daughters 
niet  the  saint,  and  on  hearing  him  speak,  de- 
cided to  become  Christians.    They  asked,  tu  be 
allowed   to   see   Christ;   Patrick   administered 
the  Eucharist  and  they  died.    Rins,  a  chieftain, 
found   it  hard   to  accept   Christianity,  and   to 
convince  him,  Patrick  restored  his  lost  youth, 
and  then  offered  him  the  joys  of  life  or  the 
joys  of  Heaven.     He  choose  the  latter,  and  at 
once  died.     So  many  are  the  traditions  of  this 
nature  that  Father  fhebeau  in  his  history,  feel- 
ing unable  to  deny  them,  seeks  to  explain  them 
by  saying  that  the  Irish  were  "a  primitive  peo- 
ple," with   "a  strong  supernatural   spirit  and 
character." 

It  is  not  necessary  to  trouble  ourselves  with 
an  attempt  to  explain  these  and  the  hundreds 
of  other  remarkable  things  told  of  St.  Patrick's 
mission.  We  bave  the  incontrovertible  fact 
that  his  success  was  instant  and  overwhelming. 
For  a  third  of  a  century  and  more  he  tra- 
versed the  island,  visiting  every  ])art  of  it  at 
least  once,  and  making  at  least  three  tours 
from  end  to  end.  The  people  thronged  to  hear 
him,  and  be  baptized.  Everywhere  he  went  he 
erected   churches,   and   in   many   places   mon- 


There  are  several  theories  as  to  the  nature 
of  electricity,   and   a   person   may   hold   either 
or  neither  o'f  them,  and  yet,  if  he  knows  how, 
he   can   send   a   message   by   telegraph.     This 
thought  was  suggt^sted  by  reading  the  state- 
ment that  a  society  had  been  formed  in  Cal- 
cutta to  convert  the  Christian  world  to  a  faith 
in  Vaishnavi-sm  and  the  acceptance  of  Gauran- 
ga  as  God.  The  word  Vaislmavism  is  derived 
from   Vishnu,  the  first  in   rank  of  the  Hindu 
Trimurii,  or  Trinlt}',  whu  1  cpicSci'its  tiie  povvcr 
of     preservation.      While     tradition     and     the 
teaching  of  ignorant  priests  have  surrounded 
his    name    with    much    that    is   grotesque    and 
absurd,    there   is   no    doubt   that   Vishnu    was 
originally  a  philosophical  conception.    Gauran- 
ga  seems  to  be  only  another  name  for  Vislmu. 
Vaishnavism  is  very  differently  understood  by 
those  who  profess   it,  and  there  are  at  least 
twenty    separate    sects,    many   of   which    hold 
such   distorted  views   that  any  one  becoming 
familiar  with  them  and  supposing  tlieni  to  be 
truly    representative   of  the   fundamental   doc- 
trine of  the  faith,  might  well  smile  at  the  idea 
of  persuading    enlightened     people    tn    adopt 
them.     But  at  the  foundation  this  religion  is  a 
belief    in    one    .Supreme    God,    tu    whom    man 
can  be  united  in  bonds  of  love.     One  nf  the 
more    recent    offshoots    of    Vaisihnavism    was 
what    was    known    as    the    liramo    Somaj,    of 
which  a  great  deal  was  heard  some  fifty  years 
ago,  after  the  visit  of  its  great  apostle.  Ch un- 
der Sen,  to  Europe.    This  sect  was  founded  as 
recently  as  1836.    The  doctrine  tn  the  Brahmo 
Scnnaj,' that   is,   the   Society   of   God,    inay   be 
thus  stated :     Tliere  is  one  Supreme  God,  v,-ho 
is  the  only  object  of  worship;  that  nature  and 
intuition  are  the  only  sources  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  God,  and  that  religion  admits  of  pro- 
gressive   development.      It    recognizes    perfect 
equality    between    individuals,    opposes   any- 
thing  resembling  i'lolatry,   considers   worship 
to  be  necessary,  and  while  acknowledging  no 
sacred  books,  admits  that  there  is  good  in  -all 
religions.     It  may  l)e  mentioned  that  the  idea 
of  progress  in  religion  is  one  of  the  essential 
features  of  Vaishnavism.     There  are   said  to 
have  been  nine  avatars  of  X'ishnu.  that  is.  the 
Supreme  Deity  has  been  incarnate  nine  times. 
He    is   to   be    incarnate    again,    and    then    the 
end  of  time  will  be  at  hand.     There  is  a  great 
deal  of  what  seems  to  be  confusion  in  the  ex- 
planation given  of  the  relations  of  Vishnu  to 
Brahman  and  to  Indra.     To  reduce  Vaishna- 
vistic   mythology   to   anything   resembling   ra.- 
tional  order  is  tjuite  impossilde,  and  no  good 
purpose  would  be  served  by  it,  if  it  could  be 
done,  for  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  represents 
the  groping  of  the  minds  of  a  mystic  people 
after  truths   the  nature  of  which   they  them- 
selves  did    not   understand.     .Ml    that   v.-e   are 
interested  in  is  the  new  movement  above  re- 
ferred to.  which  closely  resembles  the  Brahmo 
Somaj,  at  least  as  far  as  can  be  judged  from 
the  general  terms  in  which  it  has  so  far  been 
described  in  the  European  press. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  correct  to  .say  that, 
stripjied  of  all  its  extravagances  and  grotesque 
features,  Vaishnavism  is  rather  a  philo.sophy 
than  a  religion.  As  taught  by  its  most  pro- 
gressive teachers,  it  imparts  an  idea  of  God  far 
more  in  consonance  with  that  portrayed  by 
lesus  than  is  the  Jehovah  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment.    But  while  it  is  chiefly  a  philosophy,  it

the  Isthmus  of  Chignecto,  which  connects 
Nova  Scotia  with  New  Brunswick,  abundant 
evidence"  that  there  has  been  a  subsidence  of 
the  land  during  the  historic  period.  On  the 
coast  of  Sweden  there  is  unmistakable  evid- 
ence that  an  elevation  of  the  land  occurred  not 
long  before  the  beginning  of  the  historic  per- 
iod. We  saw  last  Sunday  in  speaking  of  the 
formation  of  coral  islands  that  there  is  a  more 
or  less  steady  subsidence  going  on  in  the 
South  Pacific  Ocean,  and  on  the  previous  Sun- 
day it  was  mentioned  that  an  elevation  of  the 
ocean  bottom  seems  to  be  in  progress  in  the 
eastern  nart  of  the  Pacific.  It  i.«;  auite  con- 
ceivable  that,  while  these  local  and  relatively 
minor  oscillations  have  been  going  on,  there 


How  is  the  external  shape  of  the  conti- 
nents to  be  explained?  Everyone  wlio  has 
examined  a  map  of  the  world  with  any  care 
cannot  have  failed  to  observe  that  north  of 
the  Equator  the  continental  masses  are  irreg- 
ular in  outline,  broadening  towards  the  north, 
whereas  south  of  the  Equator  they  are  smooth 
in  outline  and  taper  towards  the  south.  He 
will  also  have  observed  that  most  of  the  penin- 
sulas extend  towards  the  south.  Take  South 
America  as  an  example  of  the  peculiar  south- 
ern formation.  It  la])ers  from  the  Eqt^ator  to 
the  south  and  has  not  a  prominent  projection

The  same  is  true  of  Afriea.  .nnd  also  of  Aus- 
tralia, except  that  the  latter  does  not  show 
the   tapering   form.     Take   among  peninsulas, 

Hindustan,  Farther  India,  Korea,  Kamschatka,      may  have  ..been  a  greater  oscillation    between 
Alaska,     California,     Florida,     Nova     Scotia,      the  north  and  the  south,  a  sort  of  tetering,  as  it 


Italy,  Scandinavia  and  Greece.  These  all 
project  to  the  south.  The  peninsulas  which 
project  towards  the  north  are  few  in 
number,  Denmark  is  almost  the  only  one 
that  suggests  itself  without  inspection  of  the 
map.  These  interesting  facts  .^eem  to  be  more 
than  mere  coincidences  and  afford  ground  for 
the  theory  that  they  are  due  to  a  common 
cause.  What  that  cause  may  be  we  shall  en- 
deavor to  suggest. 

Before  doing  so  it  may  be  well  to  specify 
a  few  more  details.      It  has  already  been  men- 
tioned in  this  series  of  articles  that  the  three 
more    northerly    continents   are      marked      by 
low-lying   areas    extending  to   their    northern 
boundaries.      In    the   case   of  North    America, 
the   low-lying   area    form   the   great   plain     ol 
Central    Canada,    which    falls   away    from     its 
extreme  elevation  in  southwestern  Alberta  in 
a  fan-shaped  form  to  the  shores  of  Hudson's 
"Bay  and  the  Arctic  Ocean.     In  Asia  the  cor- 
responding area  rests  on  the  .south   upon  the 
Altai   Range  and  falls  off  towards  the  north. 
In   Asia,  the   low-lying  region  extends  across 
the  continent   from  north   to  south.     In  Can- 
ada an<l  Siberia  there  are  to  be  found  numer- 
ous salt  lakes,  and  on.tiie  borders  of  Europe 
and  Asia  we  have  the  Caspian  Sea.      In  the 
reference    made   to   the   structural   geology   of 
Asia    mention    was   made'  Vf    the   opinion   of 
geologists  that   the  Caspian  Sea  and  the  Sea 
of  Azoff  are  the  remnants  of  what  once  was 
an   ocean.     The  existence  of  these   lakes  and 
seas   and   of   the    numerous   great   bodies     of 
salt  found  in  various  places  over  the  low-lying 
areas  in  the  three  continents  seems  to  be  con- 
clusive   proof   that   the   ocean   once   occupied 
what  is  now  dry  land. 

The  observations  of  Lieutenant  Shackle- 
ton  have  established  the  theory,  long  held  by 
geographers,  that  a  South-Polar  continent 
exists  in  a  place  corresponding  to  that  part 
of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  which  is  now 
known  to  be  occupied  by  water.  On  some  of 
the 'maps  of  the  world  it  is  now  the  practice 
to  place  hemispherical  representations  of  the 
earth,  showing  a  land  hemisphere  and  a  water 
hemisphere.    If  a  terrestrial  globe  be  taken  and 


were,  the  north  formerly  having  been  down 
and  the  south  up,  and  that  at  present  the  pro- 
cess is  reversed. 

When  this  oscillation  began  there  is  no 
imeans  of  ascertaining.  There  are  reasons 
for  thinking  that  it  was  not  at  a  very  remote 
period.  Possibly  much  of  it  has  taken  place 
within  the  past  ten  thousand  years.  In  prev- 
ious articles  on  this  page  mention  has  been 
made  of  the  evidence  of  a  great  event  of  a 
geological   nature  that  happened  possibly  not-     cure   the  body  of  the  great  Greek  chief,  but

Whereupon  one  Thar- 
sites,  overjoyed  to  see  the  invulnerable  chief 
display  some  weakness,  taunted  him  .scorn- 
fully, and  Achilles  avenged  the  insult  swiftly 
and  surely  by  killing  the  rash  young  soldier 
with  one  blow  of  his  fist. 

Then  there  arrived  upon  the  battlefield, 
IMemnon,  .son  of  the  dawn,  with  a  company 
of  enormous  black  Aethiopians.  Again  for  a 
brief  space  the  fortunes  of  the  beseiged  seemed 
in  the  ascendant,  but  when  at  length  the  re- 
sult of  the  combat  rested  between  Memnou 
and  Achilles,  though  the  fight  was  long  and 
arduous,  the  strength  and  skill   of  the  latter,

prevailed,  and  brave  Memnon  fell,  though  his 
mother,  Eos,  obtained  for  him  the  gift  of  im- 
mortality. 

But  Achilles'  end  was  drawing  near,  and  it 
was  fated  that  after  all  his  death  sho.uld  be 
comparatively  ignominious,  for  he  was  slain 
by  him  whom  he  had  so  bitterly  despised,  that 
Paris,  who,  the  cause  of  all  the  bitter  feud, 
cared  best  to  fitrht  behind  the  protection  of  the 
wall.  Achilles  had  routed  the  Trojans  and  was 
chasing  them  back  to  the  town,  when  near 
the  Skaean  gate  he  was  .struck  in  the  heel  by 
an  arrow  from  the  quiver  of  Paris. 

The  Trojans  made  every  attempt  to  pro-

How  the  oldtime  poets.loved  Achilles  1  A 
modern  writer  finds  a  subject  more  to  his 
taste  in  Hector,  Menelaus,  Ullyses,  or  even 
Patrochus,  distinguished  principally  for  his  de- 
votion to  his  friend.  But  Achilles  possessed  all 
of  those  heroic  qualities  which  the  ancient 
Greek  most  admired,  qualities  which  made  him 
more  godlike  than  human.  We  look  at  things 
from  a  different  standpoint  now.  To  love,  with 
us,  is  greater  than  to  admire.  The  Greeks 
purported  to  learn  their  cunning,  their 
strength,  their  skill,  their  dauntlessness  from 
the  gods,  who  loved  as  they  hated,  with  a 
power  that  knew  no  scruple.  We  have  estab- 
lished a  purer  and  a  gentler  code  of  virtue 
since  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  two  thou- 
sand years  ago. 

And  so,  because  the  Greek  poets  loved  the 
warlike  hero,  they  felt  that  he  possessed  no  fit- 
ting mate  except  that   queen  of   women  whom 


Ajax  and  Ulysses  snatched  it  from  under  their 
very  eyes  .  '"Bitter  was  the  grief  of  Thetis  for 
the  loss  of  her  son.  She  came  into  camp  with 
the  Muses  and  the  Nereids  to  mourn  over 
him;  and  when  a  magnificent  funeral-pile  had 
been  prepared  by  the  Greek  to  burn  him  with 
every  mark  of  honor,  she  stole  away  the  body 
and  conveyed  it  to  a  renewed  and  immortal  life 
in  the  Island  of  Lcukc,  in  the  Euxine  Sea.  Ac- 
cording to  some  accounts,  he  was  there  blessed 
with  the  nuptials  and  company  of  Helen. 

It  was  during  the  splendid  funeral  games 
which  Thetis  celebrated  in  honor  of  her  son 
that  Ajax  came  to  an  end.  The  panoply  of 
Achilles,  forged  and  wrought  by  Hephaestos, 
had  been  offered  as  a  prize  to  the  most  illuS" 
trious  warrior  in  the  Grecian  army.  Uly^eS 
and  .Ajax  became  rivals  for  the  honor  of  'ifes 
possession,  but  the  deities  favored  Ulysses,  and 
some  Trojan  prisoners  being  asked  which  one 
had  worked  greatest  havoc  in  their  country, 
named  Ulysses  also.  And  so  the  brave  Ajax, 
feeling  hiniself  wronged  and  humiliated,  werrt 
out  of  his  mind  with  grief  and  anger,  and  in 
a  paroxysm  of  madness  slew  .some  sheep,  mis- 
taking them  for  the  men  who  had  wronged 
him,  then  fell  upon  his  own  sword.

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If  Insects  WereLarger 

We  know  that  there  was  a  lime  when 
lizards  and  turtles  were  as  big-  as  men — in 
fact,  several  times  bigger — for  the  skeletons 
of  these  huge  creatures  now  adorn  museums. 
But  has  there  ever  been  a  time  when  insects 
were  as  big  as  men,  and  what  would  happen 
if  that  time  were  to  come  again? 

M.  Plateau,  a  French  scientific  man,  once 
undertook  to  measure  the  strength  of  a  beetle. 
He  arranged  a  paste-board  tube,  rough  inside, 
with  a  bit  of  glass  set  into  it,  against  which 
♦he  beetle  cotikl  push  in  trying  to  get  out  into 
the  light.  This  glass  plate  was  connected 
with  a  tiny  instrupient  made  to  measure  force, 
like  those  which  tell  how  many  pounds  a 
man  can  lift,  but  this  one,  of  course,  was  the 
right  size  to  fit  the  beetle.  It  has  been  found 
that  a  beetle  can  draw  40  times  its  own 
weight,  and  if  some  beetles  were  the  size  of  a 
cart  horse,  each  one  could  haul  something 
like   150,000  pounds. 

The  pyramids  are  only  about  450  feet  high, 
and -the  highest  building  in  the  world  is  about 
900  feet,  about  150  times  the  liciglu  of  an 
averag/e  man — but,  the  termite  nests  of  Af- 
rica are  a  thousand  times  the  height -of  the 
little  insects  that  build  them.  If  men  could 
build  as  the  termites  do,  or  if  termites  were 
the  size  of  men  we  should  h?.ve  a  cit^- -  the 
size  of  New  York  or  Chicago  all  under  one 
roof,  with  its  highest  windows  more  than  ten 
times  as  high  as  the  Washington  monument. 

The  locusts  that  xome  in  swarms  every 
few  years  and  eat  up  all  the  crops  can  travel 
a  thousand  miles  in  one  season,  and  any  man 
who  could  get  over  the  ground  as  fast  as  they 
do  would  be  able  to  go  around  the  world  sev- 
eral times  while  the  average  tourist  was  cross- 
ing the  United  States  by  express. 

The  maggot  of  a  little  black  fly  has  Ijcen 
seen  to  jump  out  of  a  box  six  inches  deep^  and . 
if  a  man  could  jump  like  that  he  would  be 
able  to  stand  on  the  ground  and  jump  to  the 
roof  of  a  ten-story  building  without  taking  a 
running  start.  A  flea  can  do  better  than  that. 
It  can  jump  200  times  its  own  length,  which 
for  a  man  would  be  over  1,000  feet  at  a  jump. 
At  that  rate  a  man  would  not  need  to  take 
the  street  cars  to  his  office.  He  could  hop 
there  in  four  or  five  jumps  to  the  mile. 

The  ordinary  house-fliy  can  go  five  feet  in  a 
second,  and  when  scared  it  can  travel  several 
times  faster  than  that.  The  fiy  is  less  than 
half  an  inch  long,  so  this  means  that  it  can 
go  120  times  its  own  length  in  a  second,  or 
that,  if  it  were  a  man,  it  could  fly  600  feet  a 
second,  and  over  30,000  feet,  some  five  or  six 
miles,  every  minute.  No  aviator  has  done 
anything  like  that. 


Insects,  moreover,  are  very  hard  to  kill. 
Gf-asshoppers  hay«  been  known  to  iive  after 
being  put  in  boiling  water,  and  a  mite  has 
been  found  alive  after  il  weeks  without  food 
or  drink,  stuck  to  the  head  of  a  pin.  "Walking 
sticks"  and  other  insects  can  reproduce  lost 
limbs.  If  a  man  could  do  that  he  could  have 
a  leg  or  an  arm  cut  off.  and  a  year  or  so  later 
have  a  perfectly   new  one  in   its  place. 

If  men  had  insects'  appetites  there  would 
be  lively  times  in  this  world  getting  enough 
to  eat.  ..(A  dragon-tly  has  been -seen  to  eat  40 
hause-flies  inside  of  two  hours,  which  is  much 
as  if  a  man  sat  down  to  a  hearty  meal  of  a 
whole  roast  chicken,  vegetables  and  pic,  ate 
it  up  in  five  minutes,  then  ate  another,  and 
kept  this  up  during  an  entire  afternoon.  A 
chicken  is  about  the  .same  size  in  proportion 
to  a  man  as  a  house-fly  is  to  the  common 
"darning  needle,"  and  we  do  not  cat  it  bone'S 
and  all  at  that. 

The  babies  of  the  insect  world  have  still 
bigger  appetites.  A  silkworm  grub  eats  in  its - 
first  month  of  life  what  .would  be  300  tons  of 
food,  if  it  were  a  human  baby,  and  increases 
g.500  times  its  own  weight.  The  average 
baby  weighs  about  ten  ])uunds,  so  that  if  it  ate 
in  the  way  the  silkworm  baby  does,  and  grew 
as  fast,  when  a  month  old  it  would  be  bigger 
than  any  giant  you  ever  read  al)()ut  in  a  fairy 
tale. 

No  wonder  insects  do  sn  much  damage  to 
trees  and  Crops.  It  is  usually  the  baby  in- 
sects, the  grubs,  that  do  tlie  mischief.  In 
1773  there  was  a  plague  of  beetles  in  the 
Hartz  mountains,  and  80,000  grubs  were  found 
on  one  single  tree,  while  the  I^eetlcs  destroyed 
more  than  two  million  fir-trees  in  those  moun- 
tains alone.  In  Germany,  without  going  out- 
side that  country  to  look  for  injurious  insects, 
one  can  find  650  kinds  that  cat  the  crops. 

And  there  are  so  many  of  these  baby  in- 
sects! |[n  one  single  season  nn  the  island  of 
Cyprus,  which  is  not  a  very  big  island,  as  may 
be  seen  by  looking  at  the  map,  the  i)cople 
collected- and  destroyed  i ^^00  tons  of  locust 
eggs. 

Insects  all  have  large  appetites,  although 
the  dragon-fly's  is  one  i'^f  the  worst.  A  dra- 
gon-fly will  actiially  stay  quiet  on  .a  pin  and 
make  no  struggle  so  long  as  it  is  constantly 
fed,  and  one  naturalist  actually  cut  a  piece  off 
the  in.sect'.s  tail  and  fed  it  into  the  hiulgr}'' 
mouth !  it  is  not  written  how  long  he  kept 
on  withlhis  peculiar  feeding  before  he  dragon- 
fly no^ticcd  that  it  was  not  all  there. 

And  this  is  the  reason  why  insects  have 
iiev-er  i.»ccn  ss  osg^  ss  men,  anci  wiiy  iiicv  ncvci 
will.  They  need  too  much  to  eat.  It  is  a 
case  of  the  cost  of  living.  When  there  came 
to  be  so  many  insects  that  they  had  eaten  up 
all  the  grass  and  leaves  where  they  happened 
to  be  they  began  to  eat  other  insects,  and  when 
the  supply  of  other  insects  t^ave  out  they  had 
to  die,  except  such  of  them  as  could  live  on 
animals.  / 

Some  beetles,  like  the  sexton  beetle,  eat 
the  ^esh  off  dead  mice,  birds,  and  other  ani- 
Jmab,  and  naturalists  who  have  a  specimen 
that  they  want  made  into  a  clean  skeleton,

There  are  some  other  reasons  vvhy  insects 
have  remained  small.  One  is  that  they  have 
fought  each  other  a  great  deal  more  fiercely 
than  the  most  warlike  men  ever  were  known 
to  do,  and  there  is  no  insect  that  is  not  con- 
sidered a  good  dinner  by  some  other  insect 
tliat  has  I'Cen  fitted  particularly  for  the  job  of 
hunting  it.

The  huntress-wasp  cats  spiders:  the 
spider  eats  flies  and  other  winged  creatures; 
some  kinds  of  flies  imitate  bees,  and  sneak  into 
the  hive  and  eat  the  baby  bees;  drag(ni-flies 
are  particularly  fond  of  mosquitoes,  and  so  it 
goes.  Sometimes  there  is  one  kind  of  wasp, 
or  beetle,  or  s))ider.  that  is  on  the  l(;okout  for 
the  grown  insect,,  and  another  enemy  that  is 
al!  leady  to  cat  up  the  larvadr  grub.  Our 
scientific  men  at  Washington  spend  a  great 
deal  of  time  experimenting  with  insccti;  in 
this  wav.  Wlien  the  farmers  are  troubled 
with  a  grub,  or -weevil,  or  other  insect  that 
damages  tlve  crops,  the  scientific  men  go  look- 
nig  for  some  other  kind  of  ilisccl  thai  wni  cat 
that  in>LCt.  I'.ut  they  have  to  be  careful  about 
bringing  it  into  the  country,  or  the'  rcnicdy 
may  be  worse  than  the  disease. 

There  have  been^  times  when  .some  scien- 
tist brought  a  wasp,  or  moth  frm-n  Europe, 
thinking  il  would  clear  out  the  grubs  of  some 
insect  that  was  .'spoiling  the  crops,  and  the 
moth  st;irted  out  on  its  own  accontit  and  ate 
up  the  lf.ives  on  the  trees  when  the  grubs 
ga\e  c»,it.  There  are  a  great  many  kinds  of 
inifecls  in  this  world,  and  sonie  of  them  are 
good  policemen. 

Still  another  reason  why  an  insect  is  safer 
when  snndl  is  that  it  can  hide  better.  If  in- 
scct^^s  were  as  big  as  men,  it  would  be  alniost 
iin])os"^ible  for  them  to'  keep  out  of  sight  of 
their  enemies,  ami  man,  with  his  cannon  and 
dynamite,  could  make  an  end  of  most  of  them 
in  very  quick  time..  But  so^l':»ng  as  they  arc 
little  enough  to  fiide  in  the  grass,  on  the  bark, 
tmder  logs,  in  fhe  water,  and  in  holes  and 
cracks,  they  manage  to  keep  on  living  and  sat- 

and  escape  quicker,  and  do  more  in  propor- 
tion to  their  size  than  any  other  live  things 
in  creation,  and  they  have  been  taught  this

Witchcraft  in  China 

____     *"■■'  ■  ' 

Although  there  was  considerable  interest 
a-oused,  some  time  ago.  by  the  announce- 
ment that  Dr. -Wt;,  the  giffd  Chinese  mmis- 
ter,  had  taken  an  active  part  in  a  spiritualistic 
seance,  it  seems  to  have  been  forgotten  that 
the  diplomatist  in  question  comes  from  a  na- 
tion in  which  various  forms  of  occultism  have 
always  been  held  in  the  highest  honor.  In 
fact,  as  occasionally  pointed  out  in  The  Scrap 
Rook,  there  is  .-.carccly  a  field  of  human  en- 
deavor or  speculation,  even,  in  which  China 
lias  not,  at  one  time  or  another,  been  pre-emi- 
nent.    This  hold-;  true  for  the  occult. 

According  to  Chinese  data,  one  thousand 
three  hundred  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ, 
witche:i  and  vvizards,  ghosts  and  spirit-com- 
nuinion  were  familiar  subjects  of  Chinese  re- 
si)ect.  It  is  even  ull?ged  l)y  the  Spiritual  Re- 
view that  a  cert  a. n  p.'rt  ot  the  Chinese  Empire 
is  allottetl  to  a  tribe  of  magician,';,  and  anyone 
wishing  lo  acquire  magical  art  can  proceed 
there  and  jnit  themselves  under  the  immediate 
instruction   of   an    adept. 

Strange  and  wonderful  things  are  written 
of  1he.se  people.  One  method  prescribed  by 
adepts  for  making  a  per.son  invisible,  is  that 
of  opening  a  coffin,  taking  put  the  body,  and

nights  in  succession.  It  is  said  that,  at  tne 
^end  of  so  many  days,  the  sleeper  becomes  in- 
visible until  dawn,  and "  can  thus  gratify  his 
lust  for  revenge  on  an  enemy,  or  commit  rob- 
bery without  fear  of  detection. 

The  idea  of  one  being  possessed  by  an 
evil  spirit  is  flouted  in  the  west.  But  cases 
of  "possession"  are  very  frequent  throughout 
the  ancient  empire,  and  there  are  many  meth- 
ods of  casting  out  evil  spirits,  or  devils. 

Taoist  priests  find  great  favor  with  many 
people  for  their  powers,  but  there  are  also 
s])ecial  adepts  who  enjoy  a  reputation  for 
their  skill  in  being  able  to  cast  out  devils,  and 
control  the  spirits  of  both  living  and  dead. 

These  witch-doctors  are  anything  but  gen- 
tle. The  fingers,  nose  and  neck  of  the  patient 
are  punctured  with  needles.  They  also  apply 
a  certain  pill  made  out  of  "aitsau"  in  the  fol- 
lowing maimer:  The  thumbs  of  the  two  hands 
are  tied  tightly  together.  The  two  big  toes 
are  also  tied  to  each  other  in  the  same  man- 
ner. Then  one  pill  is  put  on  the  big  toes  at 
tji.e  ro'^r  of  the  nails,  and  the  other  at  the  root 
of  the  thumb  nails.  At  the  same  instant  the 
two  pills  are  set  on  fire,  and  there  they  are 
kept  until  the  flesh  is  burned. 

Whether  in  the  application  of  the  pills,  or 
in  the  piercing  of  the  needles,  the  invariable 
crv  is:  "I'm  going;  I'm  going  immediately. 
I'll  never  care  to  come  back  again.  Oh, 
have  mercy  on  me  this  once;  I'll  swear  never 
to  return." 

Qr<Iinar\^>  people  whq,  cannot  afford  to 
employ  any  professional  exorcists,  will  paste 
all  sorts  of  written  charms  upon  the  doors 
and  windows  of  the  room  that  the  patient  oc- 
cupies. This  is  also  resorted  to  at  a  certain 
pe'riod  of  the  year,  known  to  us  as  the  Chinese 
New  Year,  by  shopkeepers,  to  keep  bad  luck 
from   their   busine.ss. 

Another  sovereign  remedy,  and  perhaps 
the  simplest,  is  to  take  a  certain  piece  of  wood 
with  a  hole  in  it,  insert  a  small  piece  of  ivory 
in  the  hole,  making  the  form  of  a  cross,  and 
throwing  it  into  the  water;  thus  will  the 
devil,' or  spirit,  go  to  the  deep. 

Illness  is  also  looked  upon  in  the  light  of  a 
possession — the  clothes  of  the  sick  persons 
will  be  taken  from  them  and  exposed  to  the 
sun.  and  incantation^  made  for  the  evil  one 
to  depart.  Sometimes  sacrifices  are  resorted 
to,  such  as  fowls,  etc, 

In  the  old  times,  it  was  no  mean  position 
to  be  appointed  by  the  authorities  as  an  offi- 
cer for  "hooting  at"  or  "shooting"  evil  spirits. 
In  .some  cases,  as  a- last  resort,  people  will  go 
to  a  missionary  or  a  convent,  for  exorcism. 

The  willow  tree  is  used  by  the  celestial  in 
this  connection  for  various  purposes.  It  is 
considered  by  many  as  efficacious,  as  an  ex- 
tract, in  driving  away  evil  spirits,  who  might 
obstruct  the  way  hereafter  of  the  departed, 
and  also  for  raising  spirits,  and  for  those  rea- 
son.s  a  twig  will  frequently  be  seen  at  funerals 
carried  by  the  eldest  son  or  chief  mourner.

Only  recently  one  of  the  leading 
churches  In  Cincinnati  declared  In 
favor  of  the  campaign  against  child 
latior  and  also  tor  a  "reason- 
able number"  of  hours  of  labor 
for  the  adult  workman.  In  the 
political  campaign  that  Is  now  en- 
groBsing  the  attention  of  the  country 
many  of  the  spellbinder  are  also 
lining  up  agalnsi;  child  labor  and  in 
•favor  of  the  eight-hour  day.  Yet  these 
two  features  now  becoming  popular 
with  the  masses  originated  and  carried 
foirward  by  the  trade  unions,  esijeclally 
the  flght  against  child  labor.  It  will 
not  be  long  before  the  campaign 
against  government  by  Injunction  will 
be  as  popular  as  the  crusade  for  the 
rehabllitatllon  of  the  children  of  the 
country.

WIRELESS  TELEGRAPHY

the  api>aratus    used. 

Among  the  foremost  workers  are 
those  of  the  British  and  U.  S.  Armies 
and  Navies,  these  engineers'  having 
carried  out  unbiased  tests  to  prove 
the  correct  power  necessary  tc  trans- 
mit a  given  distam^e,  also  the  proper 
frequency  alternating  currents  to  use. 

As  a  result  of  the  researches  of  the 
various  engineers,  commercial  ajppar- 
atus  can  be  obtained  that  will  give 
detlnite  results  over  a  given  distance, 
it  having  been  generally  conceded  that 
a  given  distance  requires  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  certain  amount  of  energy, 
any  further  distance  obtained  being 
regarded  In  the  nature  of  a  freak  con- 
dition of  the  earth  and  atmosphere. 
They  have  also  decided  that  an  alter- 
nating current  of  500  io  600  cycles  per 
second  is  most  efficient  for  transmis- 
sion of  messages  over  land  or  water.

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A  RELIC  OF  A  DECAYED  INDUSTRY 

Of  the  many  decayed  and  decaying  indus- 
tries that  quietly  pass  away  into  oblivion — un- 
noticed and  uncared  for — there  is  one  that  most 
powerfully  appeals  to  the  innermost  senti- 
ments of  the  true  sportsman.  We  refer  to  that 
oldtime  sporting  method  of  wild-fowling,  tliat 
interesting  and  not  unexciting  calling  of  the 
decoyman  who  earned  his  livelihood  by  the 
duck-decoy. 

Each  succeeding  decade  this  once  legitimate 
sport — if  sport  it  could  be  called — falls  more 
and  more  into  desuetude,  and  by  the  end  of 
this  present  century  will  doi}btless  be  alto- 
gether numbered  amongst  the  things  of  the 
dim  past,  never  more  to  be  resurrected. 

Most  probably,  in  these  days  of  countless 
sportsmen,  so  deeply  attached  to  the  gun,  the 
dismantling  of  the  duck-decoy  is  a  matter  not 
to  be  deplored.  For  although  there  is  no  rea- 
son  to   fear   the   extinction   of   the   wild-fowl,

rome  sadly  decrea.sed — in  some  places  at  all 
events — during  the  past  few  years,  and  we 
could  not  afford  to  have  their  ranks  further  de- 
pleted by  such  heavy  tolls  as  was  tBe  case  in 
the  "good  old  days,"  when  the  decoys  were  in 
full  working  order,  and  the  army  of  gunners 
hut  few  compared  with  today. 

It  is  on  record  that  so  many  as  two  and 
three  hundred  fowl  have  been  netted  in  a  single 
day  on  one  decoy  alone,  And  that  thousands  of 
duck,  widgeon  and  teal — to  say  nothing  of 
rarer  birds — were  sent  up  to  the  markets  in  a 
season  from  the  decoys  of  the  Lincolnshire 
fens,  where  in  thase  days  the  wildfowl  simply 
swarmed  in  legions. 

It  is  obvious  that  a  continual  drain  hke  this 
on  the  gunners'  resources  would  be  most  disas- 
trous in  these  degenerate  times  (degenerate  as 
regards  quantities  of  fowl).  And  though  now 
the  wildfowler  would  not  for  a  moment  tol- 
erate with  joy  the  existence  of  sudi  serious  in- 
roads upon  his  sport,  yet  the  genuine  sports- 
man cannot  but  give  a  lingering  thought  to  the 
ingenious  contrivance  by  which  such  va.st  num- 
bers were  caught  at  one  fell  swoop.  And  there 
must,  too,  have  been  something  of  a  kindred 
spirit  in  the  decoy-man,  living  hi.s  life  a^ong 
the  wild  and  solitary  places  of  the  country,  and 
knowing  intimately,  as  he  did,  the  many  differ- 
ent species  of  wildfowl  and  other  feathered 
tribes.  His  calling  could  hardly  be  termed  a 
sport  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  still  it  had 
a  certain  measure  of  that  excitement  and  luck 
<lirectly  connected  therewith,  and  must  have 
held  as  great  a  fascination  fo  those  wi\Q  took 
part  in  it.  -T^r-    ' 

Btit  the  'coy-man's  occupation  is  gone,  and 
doubtless  a  less  romantic  and  more  uninter- 
esting employment  now  claims  him. 

It  was  with  a  feeling  of  gratitudiC  and 
pleasure  that  we  were  Recently  privileged  to 
visit  the  site  of  a  ruined  duck-decoy,  and  a  few 
words  anent  it  may  not  1)c  unappreciated. 

Down  in  a  deep  valley,  far  from  the  busy 
haunts  of  man,  is  clustered  a  thick,  tangled 
larch  wood.  The  curling  films  of  mits  linger 
long  in  its  deep  shades,  for  the  sun  needs  be 
well  up  in  the  heavens  ere  his  generous  heat  is 
sufficient  to  make  itself  felt  through  the 
dense   leaf-canopy. 

Adjoining  the  wood  is  a  small  but  pictur- 
esque lake,  gleaming  like  a  sheet  of  silver 
washed  with  gold  where  the  sunlight  glitters 
on  its  rippling  wavelets,  and  beyond  stately  old 
oaks  and  graceful  silver  birches  form  a  charm- 
ing background  to  the  view.  Infinite  solitude 
— a  brooding  calm  that  enamates  a  potent  and 
far-reaching  spell — reigns  over  Ihe  whole. 
Here,  indeed,  can  the  Nature-lover  commune 
wholly  and  entirely  with  his  Mistress  ,and  be 
quite  undisturbed  by  outside  interferences. 
There  is  a  subtle  enchantment  about  the  lonely 
spot  that  is  well-nigh  irresislible,  and  which 
appeals  directly  to  the  heart  of  sportsman  and 
naturalist  alike.  A  glamor  that  lures  him  un- 
resisting into  its  tangled  fastnesses.  And  the 
quietude  of  this  abode  of  innumerable  twit- 
tering birds  is  quite  as  it  should  be,  for  in  the 
heart  of  thi.s  lonesome  larch  wood — neglected 
and  forgotten — lies  a  one-time  jjrosperous 
duck-decoy.  It  does  not  take  a  very  vivid 
imagination  to  conjure  up  a  mental  picture 
of  the  decoy  in  the  days  of  its  prosperity,  when 
hundreds  of  wildfowl  came  from  far  and  near 
to  the  secluded  hollow  to  fall  innocent  victims 
to  the  seductions  of  the  decoy-man. 

Standing  for  a  moment  in  the  cover  of  the 
thick  undergrowth  one  can  readily  appreciate 
the  wisdom  in  erecting  the  decoy  in  such  a 
wild  and  solitary  place.  Once  in  the  depths  of 
the  wood  one  feels  indeed  "far  from  the  mad- 
dening crowd" ;  and  taking  into  consideration 
that  quiet  and  peace  is  most  vitally  essential 
if  one  wishes  to  keep  wild-fowl  in  any  number, 
the  foresight  of  choosing  such  propitious  sur- 
roundings strikes  one  at  once. 

A  harrow^  winding  stream,  rippling  merrily 
on  its  way  through  the  woodlands,  must  have 
proved  most  invaluable  as  a  feeder  for  the 
pond — now  but  a  noozy  shallow — and  the  small 
lake  beyond  the  wot)*]  wa.-i  a  great  attraction 
for  the  passing  fowl. 

In  gone-by  days  two  principal  kinds  of  de- 
coys were  emplciyed  for  the  capture  of  duck. 
One  kind  being  the  pipe  decoy  and  the  other 
the  trap  decoy.  In  the  centre  of  the  pond  is 
an  island  well  wooded;  and  a  channel  some  8 
feet  wide  by  2  feet  d-^p  was  cut  through  the 
middle  thereof.  Over  this  channel  \vcre  placed 
angle  irons  curved  to  a  radius  and  covered  with 
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hole"  being  provided  for  the  'coy-man  to  make 
observations.  A  few  tame  ducks  were  usually 
kept  on  the  water  with  the  object  of  attracting 
their  wild  brethren,  and  grain  was  liljerally 
scattered  within  the  precincts  of  the  trap.  There 
was  little  enticement  needed — especially  in  se- 
vere weather-^to  lure  the  unsuspecting  duck 
on  to  the  water.  The  sight  of  their  tame  fel- 
lows greedily  feeding  in  such  gloriously  quiet 
surroundings,  whilst  they  were  going  hungry, 
being  sufficient  to  break  their  natural  wari- 
ness, and  soon  the  interior  of  the  trap  would 
be  almost  filled  by  the  trusting  birds,  voraci- 
ously shovelling  up  the  grain  that  was  strewn 
so  plentifully. 

Then  would  the  lonely  watcher,  in  the  dark 
watch-house,  be  compensated  for  his  somewhat 
tiring  vigil.  We  can  imagine  how  his  heart 
would  be  gladdened  by  the  sight  and  it  would 
be  with  fingers  tingling  with  excitement  and 
eagerness  that  he  would  hasten  to  lower  the 
trap-doors — a  windlass  being  provided  fur  that 

our'jose and  '^roceedin"'  across   trie  ]>''!hI   by 

means  of  a  narrow  plank  bridge,  woukl  enter 
the  trap  by  a  side-door  and  so  remove  the 
wildly-fluttering  creatures. 

But  the  clamoring  of  countless  duck  is 
heard  no  more.  The  decoy  has  fallen  into  dis- 
use and  is  but  a  thing  of  the  past,  to  be  rele- 
gated into  oblivion — and  forgotten. 

Pushing  through  the  tangled  undergrowth 
of  the  outer  wood,  you  can  hear  the  soft  gurg- 
lings of  the  few  mallards  that  represent  tho 
once  niiglily  iiiiiiy  01  long  igo,  aiid  the  saarp 
rmging  cry  of  a  coot  and  the  querulous  note  of 
a  green  plover  breaks  the  silence,  where  once 
the  resounding  "quacking"  of  countless  wild- 
fowl delighted  the  ear  of  the  'coy-man. 

Climbing  the  bank  on  which  the  thick  cov- 
er of  larches  is  planted,  you  are  greeted  by  a 
whirring  of  wings,  and  the  stillness  of  the 
surroundings  is  brought  to  an  abrupt  end.  The 
sudden  invasion  of  man  produces  a  general 
stampede — as  it  usually  does,  no  mutter  how 
good  his  intentions  are — and  the  mallard,  gos- 
siping in  quiet  gurglings  a  moment  before,  up- 
lift themselves  on  swift  pinions  over  the  tree- 
tops.  A  pretty  little  teal,  feeding  (|uietly  in  the 
oozy  bed,  follows  suit,  and  the  coots  and  water- 
hens  skim  the  shallow  water -in  the  effort  of 
]>utting  as  great  a  distance  a.s  possible  between 
themselves  and  the  intruder — whilst  a  king- 
fisher in  gaudy  raiment  of  blue  and  gold  and^ 
green  flits  rapidly  through  the  'Mark  alley- 
way" of  the  trees.  Evidently  there  are  tooth- 
some dainties  in  those  pools  which  darkle  un- 
der  the  overhanging  brunches.- 

There  is  a  feeling  practically  akin  tciZsot^''- 
row  as  you  gaze  on  the  abandoned  site.  "The 
pond  is  now  but  a  few  inches  in  depth,  save 
where  a  stagnant  pool  lies  glittering  amongst 
the  riotous  crop  of  weeds  that  springs  up  pro- 
fusel}'  from  the.  alluvial  bed.  The  curved 
irons  of  the  decoy-trap  stand  gaunt  and  naked 
amongst  the  trees  on  the  island,  and  the  wire 
netting  has  lone,  long  ago  disappeared.  Even 
the  narrow  wooden  gangway  over  which  the 
decoy-man  was  wont  to  travel  to  procure  his 
spoils  has  fallen  into  absolute  decay,  and  the 
rotten  supports  stand  out  of  the  shallow  water 
with  lichens  and  water-moss  clinging  to  their 
weather-worn  sides.  Here,  huilL  in  the  b.'ink- 
sidc,  is  the  sight-house,  and  curiosity  tempts 
you  to  descend  into  its  sunless  atmosphere. 

To  all  appearance,  a  generation  has  elapsed 
since  the  foot  of  man  disturbed  the  deposit  of 
dead  leaves  on  the  stone  steps  leading  into  it, 
and  you  leave  a  clear  imprint  on  the  thick  car- 
pet that  has  accumulated  during  many  years. 
The  door,  fallen  from  its  rusty  hinges,  lies 
athwart  the  doorway,  and,  as  you  pusli  it 
aside  and  enter,  a  damp  odor  of  wet  earth  and 
mossy  places  assails  you. 

There  is  a  spyhole — a  narrow  slit  rut  in 
the  stonework  and  oiT  a-1evel  with  the  trap — 
and  there  is  the  windlass  used  for  raising  and 
lowering  the  trap-doors.  Time  has  left  its 
indelible  traces  over  all.  from  the  rust-en- 
crusted cogs  of  the  windlass  to  the  crumbling 
door  and  the  lichen-covered  walls.  And  it  is 
with  a  deep  .sigh  of  regret  that  you  turn  your 
back  on  its  somewhat  cheerless  aspect. 

Truly  times  have  vastly  changed  since  the 
days  when  the  decoying  of  wild-fowl  was  a 
recognized  calling,  and  it  is  doubtless  due  to 
the  encroachment  of  the  railwa/-  and  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  population  and  to  "mod- 
ern progress,"  that  the  wildfowl  have  forsaken 
their  once-beloved  haunts  and  emigrated  else- 
where to  wilder  and  more  desolate  places.  The 
old  ever  gives  place  to  the  new,  and  so  the 
duck-decoy  has  yielded  to  the  punt-gun  and  the 
breech-loader. 

Leaving  the  larch-wood,  one  feels  a  keen 
satisfaction  in  having  seen  a  most  interesting 
relic  of  "old-world  associations."  a  fast  disap- 
pearing Jink  with  the  "good  old  times,"  when 
the  coach  horn  echoed  over  the  distant  valley 
and  hill,  and  the  merry  jingle  of  harness  made 
music  with  the  hoof-beats  of  the  four-in-hand.s, 
and  you  cannot  but  have  an  abiding  regret  for 
the  dismantled  and  forlorn  duck-decoy  dying 
in  the  hollow  of  the  woodlands — a  memorial 
to  the  skill  and  ingenuity  of  man  in  circum- 
venting the  wariness  of  that  most  wary  of 
birds — ^the  wild  duck. — ^Arthur  Sharp  in 
Emily's.  ,  "  ..^

THE  FISH  THAT  HAVE  BEEN 


There  is  a  respectable  adage  which  tells  us 
that  we  cannot  cat  our  cake  and  have  it  too, 
and  a  world  which  loves  wisdom  in  easy  tab- 


twilight  land  of  poetry,  a  land  which  of  course 
nobody  enters  now.  But  us  a  matter  of  fact 
there  are  plenty  of  things  which  are  beyond 
'.he  scope  of  the  adage,  although  they  may  bear 
some  affinity  to  cakes.  Trout,  for  instance. 
Vou  may  eat  your  trout  and  still  have  him, 
and  that  is  because  you  first  caught  him.  It 
may  be  that  if  you  made  a  superlative  cake, 
and  then  ate  it,  you  might  still  have  it,  or  if 
perchance  you  stole — but  1  had  better  be  done 
with  the  adage ;  it  is  not  my  business  to  bol- 
ster it  up.  As  I  have  said,  the  trout  is  of  mar- 
velous enduring  quality.  Only  the  other  even- 
ing my  good  friend  Ingrove  was  telling  me 
about  his  4y4-poundi:T,  caught  now  several  long 
years  ago,  eaten — no,  put  in  a  glass  case,  but 
anyhow  a  dead  delight,  irrevocable,  never  to 
cause  a  thrill  more — so  wisdom  would  assert. 
Ingrove  was  quite  calm — it  was  a  mere  ques- 
tion of  restocking  that  occupied  ns — and  we 
were  discussing  the  respective  merits  of  year- 
lings and  two-year-olds  dispassionately,  when 
T  happened  to  observe  that  there  must  be  quite 
a  lot  of  big  fish  at  the  bends.  "Like  my  43/4- 
pounder,"  said  he.  1  led  hmi  on — 1  will  not 
deny  it.  Where  <lid  he  catch  it  precisely?  And 
was  it  on  a  dry  fly? 

Then  the  eye  of  Ingrove  brightened  as  he 
recalled  the  circumstances  of  that  great  fish- 
ing to  his  mind.     And  straightway  he  began 
his  talc :    How,  marvelous  to  relate,  he  found 
the  great  fish  rising  in  the  morning — no,  that 
was  the  odd  part  of  it,  it  was  not  in  the  May- 
fly time — and  how — iiu,  there  accincd  lo  be  tiy 
definite  hatch  of  fly  of  any  kind — and  how  he 
crept  up  and  looked  over  and  then  withdrew 
into  the  meadow ;  and  how  he  cast  once,  and 
twice,  and  yet  again,  and  each  time  the  great 
fish  rose  warily  and  would  do  no  more  than 
inspect  the  fly.    "I  am  quite  sure,"  he  went  on, 
"that  he  could  see  me,  and  that  was  why  he 
came  short."     So  the   story  went  on   to  tell 
how  Ingrove  crept  cautiously  away  and  spent 
intervening   hours   on   the   lower   water,   and 
how  he  met  Ephemeris,  who  had  a  2-i)oimdc'r, 
and  said  gaily  to  him,  "You  wait,  I  shall  do 
better  than  that."     Arid  thus  we  api)roached 
the  evening  and  the  great  moment.     The  eye 
of  Ingrove  flashed,  his  form  stiffened,  his  arm 
took  on  tlie  motion  of  one  who  casts  a  fly  un- 
derhand.    "I  lay  down  quite  flat."     Eor  a  lit- 
tle Ingrove  would  have  done  it  again,  then  and 
Jthere  on  the  carpet.    "And  then  I  got  the  zulu 
over  him  and  he  took  it  the  moment  it  fell." 
There  followed  an  animated  description  of  the 
battle— for  a  penny  Itfgrove  would  have  fol- 
lowed the  trout  across^the  room,  and  for  twqt 
.pence    T,   holding  imagination's     landing    net", 
would  have  been  hard  at  his  heels — and  so  the 
story  drew  to  its   triumphant  conclusion  and 
to  the  artistic  finale  in  which  Ephemeris  was 
reminded  that  many  a  word  spoken'in  jest  has 
an  earnest  result.     The  adventure  was  simply 
rc-lived  from  start  to  finish.     Of  course  you 
can  catch  your  trout  and  have  it  too. 

What  is  perhaps  more  remarkaldc  is  that 
you  have  a  trout  which  you  never  caught.  This 
was  revealed  to  me  also  v/ithin  the  last  few 
days.  We  were  seated  at  tea,  and  conversa- 
tion, since  Caradoc  was  there,  had  the 
I'enydwddwr  for  its  starting  point,  its  middle 
and  its  end.  lie  is  quite  passionately  addicted 
t(t  the  Penydwddwr,  froiu  which  we  catch  ex- 
tremely small  (piantities  of  extremely  small 
trout  every  spring,  and  so  am  I.  Several  years 
ago  there  was  a  really- nice  warm  day  there, 
and  he  filled  his  basket.  Therefore  wc  go  each 
year  now  in  the  hope  of  another.  This,  how- 
ever, is  a  digression,  and  so  wa.s  Caradoc's 
dream  about  being  back  at  Eton,  which  he  told 
at  great  length.  1  merely  mention  it  because  it 
evoked  reminiscence  of  a  dream  from  the  third 
memlier  of  the  company,  v.lio  also  joins  in  the 
annual  expedition.  This  dream  was  much  more 
pertinent,  for  in  it  the  dreamer  had  actually 
been  beside  the  Penydwddwr.  captured  a  fish 
— no.  in  reply  to  Caradoc,  not  a  "breakfast" 
fish,  but  quite  a  good  one- -and  was  engaged 
in  subjugating  another  of  great  size  when  the 
dream  ended.  I  have  related  the  dream  very 
badly,  but  there  was  much  more  finish  in  the 
original  version,  passages  about  how  the  fish 
jumped,  and  how  it  weighed  three-quarters 
of  a  pound  (this  elicited  from  Caradoc  a  com- 
placent remark  that  he  had  once  caught  a  trout 
there  which  "really"  weighed  three-quarters 
of  a  pound;  wc  whittled  it  down  to  ilj/joz. 
after  a  little  argument),  and  how  annoyed  the 
dreamer  was  on  waking  up  too  soon.  I  cannot 
hope  to  convey  a  just  impression  of  the  animat- 
ed manner  in  which  it  was  all  described,  so  I 
shall  not  try.  But  the  narrative  clearly  showed 
that  the  fish  Avas  just  as  real  to  the  dreamer 
as  an  actual  fish  would  have  been.  It  wdll  be 
remembered  as  vividly  as  an  actual  fish,  and 
will  be  added  to  the  store  of  experiences  in 
the  happy  valley.  This,  then,  proves  my  sec- 
ond point.  You  can  have  a  trout  which  you 
never  caught.  Other  proofs  could  be  adduced, 
but  it  might  be  invidious  to  enlarge  on  the 
theme  of  that  too  vivid  imagination  which  ulti- 
mately leads  to  complete  faith  in  its  creations. 
There  may  really  be  a  man  here  and  there  Avho 
ha.s  invented  some  large  fish  which  which  to 
entertain  his  friends,  and  has  done  it  so  thor- 
oughly that  he  now  believes  that  it  was  so. 
I  ain  alLfor  charitable  interpretations. 

I  now  come  to  the  last  pleasing  point  in 
this  inquiry.  It  is  possible  to  have  a  fish.which 
is  no  concern  of  yours  at  all,  wliich  you  never 
even  saw,  much  less  caught — which  you  never 
even  dreamed.  That  explains  and,  I  hope,  ex- 
cuses  my   feeling  of   proprietorship   with   re- 


hooked  fish,  enacting  the  whole  affair.  If  at 
some  future  date  attentive  listeners  shall  find 
me  relating  how  1  caught  a  4/4lb.  trout  one 
evening  on  a  zulu  in  circumstances  very  similar 
to  those  which  have  here  l)ecn  described,  I  beg 
that  they  will  bear  ni  mind  the  value  of  the 
charitable  interpretations  aforesaid.  Most  ang- 
lers, however,  will  understand  and  sympa- 
thi/.e.  for  at  some  time  or  other  they  will  in 
like  mamier  have  become  possessed  of  some- 
body else's  fish;  iiarry  Otter's  first  grilse,  for 
instance,  whicli  is  so  poignantly  described  in 
"Days  and  Nights  of  Salmon  Fishing,"  or  the 
fish  which  caused  the  pupil's  delighted  cry: 
"Look  you,  master,  what  I  have  done!  That 
which  joys  my  heart;  caught  just  such  another 
chub  as  yours  was."  A  very  fortunate  thing  is 
this  power  of  appropriation.  We  cannot  al- 
ways be  fishing;  some  of  us  can  be  fishing 
scarcely  ever,  but  we  can  all  have  the  pleasure 
that  attended  the  fishing  of  other  folk.  From 
the  lips  of  a  friend,  or  tlie  pages  of  a  book,  we 
can  live  battles  o'er  again,  until  almost  they 
become  our  own  battles.  Even  that  battle  with 
the  dream  fish  m  the  Penydwddwr — but 
enough. — H.  T.  S.  in  I''icld.

The  members  of  the  British  Sea  Anglers' 
Society  on  Wednesday  last  listened  to  what 
the  lecturer.  Mr.  Percy  C.  Edwards,  described 
as  "a  chat  on  the  fish  and  fishing  in  British 
Columbia."

At  some  length  he 
described  the  commercial  fisheries  on  the 
coast  and  in  the  rivers,  but  chief  interest  was 
taken  in  his  account  of  the  sea  angling  ob- 
tainable south  qjt  the  Island  of  Vancouver  and 
the  adjacent  narrows.  Numerous  photo- 
graphs witnessed  to  the  plentiful  takes  which 
he  declared  were  common  and  to  the  popu- 
larity of  the  sport.  So  plentiful  were  the  fish 
that  not  much  need  existed  for  refinement  of 
tackle.

a  woman's  face.  The  spectacle  wrinkle,  caused 
by  too  much  knitting,  had  passed  away,  and 
its  place  had  been  filled  by  the  law  wrinkle  and 
the  shopping  one.  This  latter  bore  the  ex- 
pression of  grave  anxiety,  and  he  translated  it 
into  "I've  spent  loo  much  money."  "It  is  not 
at  all  difficult,"  he  went  on,  "to  cut  these  fine 
lines  on  the  human  face.  Women  forget  that 
three  months  of  concentration  over  one  idea 
will  produce  a  wrinkle  that  it  is  hard,  but  not 
impossible,  to  eradicate  with  careful  treat- 
ment." 

"Women's  faces  have  undergone  consider- 
able alteration  within  the  last  half  century," 
said  an  observant  student  of  facial  characteris- 
tics. "Emotion  is  almost  lacking  from  many 
faces  ;  it  would  do  some  of  our  modern  intellec- 
tual workers  a  lot  of  good  if  tiicy  would  occas 

a  'good  cry.' 

"Emotion  good  for  the  face  and  for  the 
brain?  Why,  of  course  it  is !  This  same  emo- 
tion, expressed  in  tears,  laughter,  pleasant 
thoughts,  kindly  feelings  passing  through  the 
brain,  leaves  its  mark.  The  skin  is  likc  fine 
tissue  pajier,  and  folds  just  as  readily.  The 
woman  who  dias  the  wrinkle  caused  by  a  smile 
on  her  face  is  much  more  attractive  than  the 
one  who  goes  about  with  that  straight,  hard 
line,  resulting  from  incessant  pondering  over 
mental  problems.  For  all  the  time  and  energy 
spent  on  beauty  culture  little  attention  is  be- 
stowed on  that  of  expression. 

"The  University  expression  is  one  that 
gives  a  distinct  wrinkle,  easily  detected ;  then 
we  have,  on  more  frivolous  faces,  the  bridge 
wrinkle,  the  motor  line,  and,-  perhaps,  most 
distinct  of  all,  the  speculation  line.  Women 
who  are  anxiously  watching  the  money  mar- 
kets acquire  the  same  habit  as  the  intellectual 
worker.  Lips  are  closed  tight,  drawn  together 
so  that  the  corners  of  the  moutih  cannot  pos- 
sibly dimple.  Its  surrounding  muscles  arc  too 
rigidly  compressed.  Both  the  expressions  in- 
dicated, and  the  lines  which  result  from  them, 
are  sadly  deleterious  to  beauty.  However 
careful  a  woman  may  be  of  her  complexion, 
expression  has  more  to  do  with  real  loveli- 
ness than  most  people  realize,  particularly 
when  the  first  blush  of  youth  has  passed."

They  have  been 
deciding  in  America,  deciding  so  conclusively, 
that  they  publish  a  list  of  "the  twenty  most 
beautiful  words  in  the  English  language."

For  example,  you  would 
say  that  faith,  hope,  and  charity  are  all  three 
beautiful  words.  Faith  and  hope  duly  appear 
in  the  American  list,  but  not  charity,  though 
room  is  found  for  purity  and  liberty.  How 
does  America  contrive  to  discriminate?  More- 
over, every  one  of  the  twenty  "most  beautiful" 
is  a  noun,  and  you  wonder  what  all  the  other 
parts  of  speech  have  done  to  be  excluded? 

What  is  it  that  makes  a  word  beautiful? 
Do  3-ou  think  even  Keats  could  have  defined  it? 
But  when  Rossetti  wrote  of  the  maidens

Arc   five   sweet   symphonies, 
Cecily,  Gertrude.  Magdalene, 
IMargaret,  and  Rosalys, 

you  may  be  very  sure  that  he  knew  more  about 
it  than  these  funny  American  connoisseurs, 
who  think  eloquence  a  more  beautiful  word 
than  rosemary,  and  like  liberty  better  than 
charity.  There  list  is  wholly  virtuous,  but  it 
is  possible  to  be  good  with  more  grace. 

Mr.  Yoshio  Markino.  the  Japanese  artist^ 
has  recently  taken  to  giving  expressions  of  us 
and  our  manners  with  his  pen  (which  writes 
English  deliciously  and  incorrectly),  as  well 
as  with  his  pencil  and  paints.  He  has  coined 
a  beautiful  name  for  the  Englishwoman.  He 
calls  (her  a  "John  Bulless."  The  first  of  a 
series  of  articles  on  "John  Bullesses"  appears 
in  the  current  English  Review,'  and  contains 
much  wisdom  (of  the  attenuated  Ja^Mmesfl 
variety)  about  hobble  skirts,  dancing* and 
other  things.

the  team  attr.ched  to  America's  largest  city, 
it  is  something  for  Victoria  to  be  proud  of 
even  if  we  of  lliis  favored  centre  have  not 
taken  as  deep  an  interest  in  the  extreme  de- 
velopment oi  the  good  old  game  of  ■'round- 
ers" as  we  might  have  done. 

The  young  man  in  question  is  "lial" 
Chase,  manager  of  Xevv  York  City'.s  American 
League  team  and  he  is  possessed  of  some 
unknown  ability,  for,  be  a  man's  chosen  path 
what  it  may,  he  needs  must  have  the  winning 
qualities  who  readies  the  top.  Many  Vic- 
torians will  remember  the  good-natured, 
speedy  youngster  who  played  the  catcher's 
position  on  the  semi-professional  team  this 
city  supported  in  the  summer  of  1903.  Not  a 
few  of  them  have  followed  him  in  liis  steady 
subsequent  steps  upwards. 

Chase  was  born  in  Los  Angeles  27  years 
ago,  and  he  began  playing  ball  with  the  team 
ot  his  native  town  when  he  was  14.  Irie  has 
been  playing  ball  practically  ever  since.  He 
played  at  school  and  he  played  at  college  and 
then  he  went  right  on  playing.  He  has  won 
the  highest  award  possible  in  the  field  he  has 
chosen  now.  He  is  clean-living,  amiable  and 
manly.  Also,  there  is  now  a  Mrs.  Chase  and 
a  small  Chase  who  is,  in  the  home  circle, 
known  as  "The  Chaser." 

When  "Hal"  Chase  began  playing  with 
th€  Los  Angeles  team  on  the  village  green, 
he  was  the  only  boy  on  the  field.  The  others 
were  men.  This  gives  a  hint  as  to  his  early 
ability.  But  this  is  the  tale  of  his  first  en- 
trance upon  a  real  league  diamond: 

It  was  the  opening  day  of  the  Coast 
League  baseball  season  in  Los  Angeles,  Cal., 
ip  1904.  A  big  crowd  was  out — twenty  thou- 
sand tans,  for  California  is  a  great  baseball 
state.  Thp  first  game  was  with  Oakland,  then 
as  potent  a  drawing  card  in  Los  Angeles  as 
the  Cubs  are  in  New  York.  Frank  Dillon 
was  the  first'  has?man  of  the"  Lbs  Angeles 
teaim  and  he  was  considered  the  best  work- 
man about  the  initial  sack  on  the  coast.  He 
was  the  star  of  the  team,  the  idol  of  the  fans 
— in  short,  the  hope  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  Pacific  Coast  League  had  been  an 
outlawed  organization,  but  in  19^4,  it  had  re- 
turtfed  to  I'v:  ranks  of  organized  baseball.  The 
.Brooklyn  tJub  of  the  National  League 
jjromptTy  drafted  Dillon  as  was  its  right.  Still 
the  fans  hoped  that  by  some  hitch  or  techni- 
cality billon  fnight  be  able  to  play  in  this 
most  important  opening  game.  The  manage- 
ment hoped  that  he  might  be  able  to  play. 
Dillon  hoped  tliat  he  might  be  able  to  play, 
for  he  had  no  desire  to  leave  his  native  state 
and  the  idol  and  worship  for  the  precarious 
tmd  mhkh  a  l?ig  league  recruit  has  to  travel. 
He  WM  old  in  the  sftutne.  He  had  no  higher 
mUiioM  thah  to  ti«  ft  ^taf  in    the    Pacific

than  second  in  Brooklyn,"  was  Dillon's  senti- 
ment. 

So  the  stage  was  set  for  the  opening  game. 
The  customary  parade  of.,  players  passed 
without  the  official  scorer ,  crediting  anyone 
with  an  error.  The  band  played  a  medley  of 
American  airs.  The  management  was 
"standing  them  in  the  aisles."  Dillon  played 
with  the  Los  Angeles  team  in  practice.  The 
bell  sounded  three  times  as  a  signal  that  the 
season  was  on.  The  umpire  dusted. off  the 
plate,  the  I^os  Angtles  pitcher  threw  a  few 
to  his  catcher,  and  the  first  Oakland  batter 
knocked  imaginary  clay  out  of  his  spikes  with 
his   willow  Slick. 

Suddenly  a  messenger  boy  brushed  through 
the  crowd  out  upon  the  field.  He  walked  to 
the  Los  Angeles  bench  and  handed  a  tele- 
gram to  the  manager.  The  manager  walked 
out  to  the  plate  and  held  a  conference  with 
the  umpires.  The  first  batsman,  curious, 
ceased  knocking  clay  uul  of  his  cleats  and 
walked  up  to  the  plate.  The  other  ^manager 
joined  them.  Players  gathered  around. 
There  was  keen  suspense  in  the  large  crowd, 
and  each  man  asked  his  neighbor,  "What's 
the  matter?" 

The  answer  was  prompt.  The  Los  An- 
geles manager  signalled  for  Dillon  to  come 
in  from  first  base.  The  telegram  was  from 
the  National  Commission.  Another  club  in  a 
league  of  a  higher  class  had  claimed  Dillon. 
He  could  not  play  with  Los  Angeles.  The 
Supreme  Court  of  baseball  had  decreed  it, 
and  the  decree  must  be  obeyed.  Dillon  could 
not  play  in  the  opening  game. 

The  populace  groaned. 

Out  in  left  field  was  a  stripling  sitting  on 
the  edge  of  the  bleachers,  kicking  his  heels. 
Passively  he  watched  the  discussion  at  the 
home  plate,  thinking  that  it  concerned  him 
not  a  scintilla.  Suddenly  his  manager  raised 
a  finger  at  him.  He  slipped  off  his  seat,  took 
the  chewing  gum  from  his  cap  and  ran  to  the 
bench.  In  a  minute  he  was  out  on  first  base. 
His  two-piece  suit,  beaming  the  words  "Santa 
Clara,"  did  not  match  any  bettet-  than  a  titan's 
principles  and  his  habits.  The  crowd  groaned 
when  they  saw  this  misfit  going  out  to  the 
position.  Some  of  the  gamblers — for  they  bet 
on  baseball  on  the  Pacific  coast — began  to 
hedge. 

**  The  game  started.  The  infielders  were 
nervous  with  the  big  crowd  of  the  first  day. 
Their  cnthurslasrn  exceeded  their  accuracy 
when '  it  came  to  throwing.  The  striphng  at 
first  base  seemed  to  be  the  coolest  one  of 
them  all.  With  one  hand  he  pulled  down 
balls  'way  over  his  head.  He  dug  them  up 
out  of  the  dirt.  The  infielders  certainly  gave 
the  new  man  some  bad  throws  to  handle  that 
day,  and  he  got  them  all  without  a  flaw  or  an 
error  in  his  work.  ,

Now  he 
is  only  remembered  as  the  man  whom  "Hal" 
Chase  displaced.  The  next  day  Chase  had  a 
regular's  suit.

There  was  a  king  in  Ireland  before  this 
time  whase  name  was  Eachaid  Feidlech,  and 
it  is  he  was  grandfather  of  Conaire  the  Great. 

He  was  going  one  day  over  the  fair  green 
of  Bri  Leith,  and  he  saw  at  the  side  of  a  well 
a  woman,  with  a  bright  comb  of  silver  and 
gold,  and  she  washing  in  a  silver  basin,  having 
four  golden  birds  upon  it  and, little  bright  pur- 
ple stones  set  in  the  rim  of  the  basin.  A  beku- 
tiful  purple  cloak  she  had  and  silver  fringes 
to  it  and  a  gold  brooch  ;  and  she  had  on  her  a 
dress  of  green  silk  with  a  long  hood  embroid- 
ered in  red  and  gold,  and  wonderful  clasps  of 
gold  and  silver  on  her  breasts  and  on  her 
shoulders.

ed  too  sacred  a  thing  to  me,  and,  besides,  T 
was  at  once  interested  in  the  portrait.  It  was 
evidently  an  old  print  and,  having  examined  it, 
T  recalled  having  read,  years  ago,  in  an  old 
encyclopaedia  a  de.scription  of  the  great  em- 
erald now  in  the  Vatican.  I  recognized  the 
value  of  the  picture  and  got  it  for  a  song.  It 
has  been  in  my  family  for  years  now,  and  I 
value  it  highly.'' 

'-.--The  portrait,  copied  by  an  artist  from  the 
great  emerald,  as  may  be  supposed,  is  price- 
less in  value,  is  of  life  size,  and  beneath  it  ap- 
pears the  explanation  as  given,  in  Latin,  in 
the  manuscript  whicih  accompanies  t'ne  Vati- 
can treasure.  The  likeness  of  Christ  was  en- 
graved upon  the  emerald  by  order  of  Tiberius 
Caesar,  and  the  description  of  the  Christ  was 
v.'ritten  b'''  Publius  Lentullus  at  Rome  durin"" 
the  time  of  the  Saviour's  life  upon  earth.  Long 
years  afterwards  the  emerald,  which  had  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  the  Turks,  was  given  to  Pope 
Innocent  VIII.  by  the  Turkish  emperor  for  the 
redemption  of  the  latter's  brother,  who  had 
been  taken  captive  by  the  Christians. 

The  description  of  Jesus  Christ  written  by 
Publius  Lentullus  is  as  follows: 

"There  appeared  in  these,  our  days,  a  man 
of  great  virtue  named  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
yet  living  amongst  us,  and,  of  the  Gentiles,  is 
accepted  as  a  pro'^het  of  truth,  but  his  own 
disciples  call  him  the  Son  of  God.  He  raiseth 
the  dead  and  cureth  all  manner  of  diseases.  A 
man  of  stature  somewhat  tall  and  comely,  with 
a  very  reverend  countenance  such  as  beholders 
may  both  love  and  fear;  his  hair  is  of  the  color 
of  ripe  diestnut,  plain  to  ^his  ears,  whence 
downward  it  is  more  Orient  and  curling  and 
waving  about  his  shoulders.  In  the  midst  of 
his  head,  after  the  manner  of  the  Nazarites,  is 
a  seam  or  partition  in  his  hair.  His  forehead 
is  higii  and  very  delicate,  his  face  without  spot 
or  wrinkle,  beautified  with  a  lovely  red ;  his 
nose  and  mouth  so  formed  as  nothing  can  be 
reprehended.  His  beard  is  thickish  and  in  color 
like  his  hair — not  very  long.  His  eyes  are 
grey,  clear  and  quick.  In  proportion  of  body 
he  is  excellent,  his  hands  and  arms  most  de- 
licately formed.  In  reproving  he  is  terrible, 
in  admonishing  courteous  and  fair-spoken.  In 
conversation  he  is  very  temperate,  modest, 
wise  and  mixed  with  gravity.  It  cannot  be 
remembered  that  any  have  seen  him  laugh ; 
but  many  ihave  seen  him  weep — a  man  for  his 
singular  beauty  surpassing  the  children  of 
men." 

The  "Ecco  Homo"  of  Murillo,  which  will 
also  be  exhibited  in  the  windows  of  the  Colon- 
ist business  office  this  week,  ranks  with  Hol- 
man  Hunt's  later  "Lux  Mundi."
